CANADA HAS ALL THE NICKEL 


And This May Give Her Control of the 
Shipbuilding Industry. 

“When nickel steel comes into general 
uso for the construction of vessels, ss it 
undoubtedly will,’’ said a Canadian gen- 
tloman at the Great Northern, tho othor 
day, ‘Canada will, in a@ sense, control 
the shipbuilding industry, because, so far 
as is at present known, there 1s very little 
nickel outside of the dominion, while we 
have nickel bearing pyrites practically 
without Mimt. That whole vast stretch of 
territory reaching from Lake7Superlor to 
Labrador is rich in it and will produce 
hundreds of thousands of tons of it annu- 
ally for an unlimited period whenever the 
demand requires it. * 

‘How will this control the shipbulld- 
ing industry? Why, in this way. It has 
beenfdemonstrated by conclusive test at 
your proving grounds at , Sandy Hook 
and olsewhere that steel, mixed with, 
say, flve por cent, of nickel, is double the 
strength of ordinary steel. In the con- 
struction of men-of-war the advantage ; ts 
obvious and in building iznerchant vessels 
the benofit to be derived from the uso of 
nickel-steel 1s equally plain, aa it will en- 
able them to bo built much lighter than 
they are now, which means loss coal and 
logs engine power with an equal amount 
of security and equal amount of speed. 
It will only be a few years when a wood- 
en yossel in the port of Chicago will be 
someth!@z of a novelty and the new yes- 
sola will before very long, for the reasons 
{ndicated, be mado of nickel-steol and 
this will be the only metal in demand for 
tho purpose at your great shipbuilding 
yards in Cleveland, Detroit, South Chi- 
cago and other points. 

“ Anothor advantage which steol having 
nickol in its composition possesses over 
ordinary steol is that lt will not corrode 
and that barnacles cannot get a foothold 
on it, so that a nickel-steel ship's bottom 
will noyer require to be scraped, ''—Times 
Horald. 


Maglio Liquid. 

Much amusement may be afforded at a 
party by pouring out of the same bottle 
a liquid which assumes three different 
colors. This is how it isdone: Steep log- 
wood shavings (they may be bought at any 
drug store) in water, and when a good red 
color has been obtained pour the liquid 
into a wine bottle, Take three tumblers 
and, without being observed, rinse one of 
them out with strong vinegar; puta little 
powdered alum into the second and leave 
the third without any preparation, Pour 
from the bottle some liquid into the first 
tumbler, this will assume a straw color; 
pour into the second, and the liquid will 
pass gradually from « bluish gray or black 
on being stirred with astoel key or any 
piece of tron which has been previously 
dipped in strong vinegar; pour into the 
third, and the red liquid will assume ao 
vioret tint. 


Educated Soldiors. 

It speaks well for the German army 
that of the 250,000 retruits who joined the 
colors in 1804 there were only 617 who 
could not read or write. According tothe 
official reports issued at Paris no loss than 
22,000 were ignorant of these elements of 
education among the $10,000 conscripts 
who joined the French army during the 
samo period.

fAny one can tan them equal to the best 
Indian tanning. The squaws did that 
work entirely, On the plains whereyer 
the hunt was going on the squaw at once. 
stretched out the robe on four poles quite 
tight, and in freezing weather they {were 
Then in 
the morning carly the squaws would 
stand on thb hide with their clipping tool, 
and with a quick sharp stroke made the 
chips fly likefa carpenterzwith his plane.

They smeared on any kind 
on the flesh side, Then, they moistened 
over,with wator and rolled it up for an 
hour or two.

Then 
grasp the hide with both hands and saw

FORMER METHODS DISCARDED. FOR 
ICE WATER BATHS. 


The Pationt la Handled Swiftly by Novel 


Appliances and Submerged in Ico=This 


Reduces the Temperature of the Body 


and Saves His Life. 


Richard Collins was the first patient to 
test the new sunstroke apparatus in the 
House of Relief in Hudson street, New 
York. It proved a complete success. 

Tho apparatus, which was designed by 
Dr. Louis A. Stimson, the house surgeon, 


1895. 


is operated by electricity. From the mo- 
ment & pationt arrives until he is on tho 
high road to recovery, ho is lifted and car- 
ried about and laid down by electric force. 
Not only is this more gentle for the pa- 
tient, but it saves the strength of the em- 
ployes, especially if the patient isa big 
man. The method of treating sunstroke 
has been completely changed of late. 
Formerly hot cloths and plasters were ap- 
plied to the extremities to draw the blood 
from the head and so reduce the tempera- 
turo, Ice water baths form the basis of 
the new curo. 

Both the apparatus and the method of 
treatment can best be described by taking 
Collins’ case. He isan Irishman, 24 years 
old. He was offered work by a contract- 
or tearing down a building and accepted 
it, although he was not fit for such heayy 
labor, and in no condition to stand such 
heat as that which prevailed recently. 

Ho suffered much that day, but kept at 
work. About two o’cloék he began to 
stagger and suddenly fell unconscious. 
An ambulance was called, and the sur- 
geon saw it wasa case of sunstroke, so 
ate his patient to the House of Re- 

lef. 

By the time he reached the hospital 
his temperature had reached 109 degrees. 
He was carried to the operating room. 
Here he was carefully rolled into a ham- 
mock, This hammock is supported by 
two iron bars on the sides, as if the man 
were lifted in a blanket, The head is kept 
a little higher than the feet. The bars 
connect with an electric crane, which 
will carry 900 pounds, running on a track 
fastened to the roof. A switch in the 
walljturned on the electric force, and.the 
hammock, with Collins in it, was lifted 
from the floor. It was guided across the 
room and stopped over a tub filled with 
ice water, near which was another tub 
containing big chunks of ice. p 

The hammock was lowered, and Collins 
was soon immersed in the tub of ice wat- 
er with the exception of his face. Pieces 
of ice were piled in and about his head, 
and the first stage of the treatment was 
begun. Collins was kept in the tub thir- 
ty-flye minutes. The physician stood be- 
side him, carefully recording his tempera- 
ture. The ice water treatment is quick 
and effective, Within a few minutes there 
was a change,and in a quarter of an hour 
the temperature of the body began to fall. 
In half an hour it had gone down%several 
degrees, though still above normal, and 
five minutes later the signal was given, 
the electricity turned on and Collins lift- 
ed out of his iey bath, 

This time theforce was kept on,and the 
hammock was lifted to the: roof. Here a 
peculiar tent has been erected, It is of iron, 
being, in fact, a wire tent surrounded 
with a strong iron fence and covered with 
an awning. The fence prevents any pos- 
sibility of a delirious patient jumping off 
the roof. 

Collins was rolled out of the hammock 
on to a’cot. He was still unconscious, 
but the doctor said he would be all right, 
and, after fixing the awnings so as to 
afford necessary shelter left him in 


charge of nurse to ‘sleep it off’ in the 


fresh air. 

Four hours later Collins woke up, He 
felt very weak, but his temperature was 
normal and his mind clear, From ‘that 
time his treatment was that of alfconyal- 
scont. —Recorder,

Carrie K. Long, which, laden with acids 
and petroleum, was bound from Philadel+ 
phia to Havana, when she was struck by 
igh tening and burned to the water's edge. 
Those who escaped were blistered by heat, 
| bitten by sharks and worn and exhausted 
by a long battle against thesea, There was 
death for them on board tho barque, and in 
the waters underneath, They came back 
worn to the bone, forlorn and penniless, 
They told the story of how they had strug- 
gled, how they clung to a burning wreck, of 
how they had sven their shipmates dig, and 
how they had landed on the desolate coas 
of Gun Cay, It was squally on the nigh 
of May 21, The Carrie E, Long was 
speeding along under shortened sail over 
dark waters and intoa blacker night. ‘Lhe 
lightening flashed from cloud to cloud, and 
at nine o’clock the crew were blinded by a 
flash which lit sky and sea, 
STRUCK BY LIGHTNING. 

They were burled from their feet when 
the bolt struck the vessel, A terrifio oxe 
plosion followed. The decks were thrown 
up as by volcanic force and flames shot 
from every hatch. The hull was ao un- 
quenchable Toyhet, Spars and sails were 
soon on fire, Captain Rolf, who was 
standing aft, seized a life buoy and plunged 
into the sea, He was never seen again, 
The vessel rocked and swayed. She 
trembled under the forces which were 
raging beneath her decks, Yards had 
toppled down, boats were hurled from their 
chocks and smashed upon their decks, 
The second mate, ‘Lip Stanley, and James 
Corcoran and Lars Iverson, seamen, rushed 
fora lifeboat. It was on fire, They swung 
the small boat into the sea, lt capsize 
within a few yards of the vessel and the 
three men struggled in the sea, 

Tip Stanley struck out from the vessel, 
calling to his shipmutes that he was going 
to try to reach land. Corcoran and Iver- 
gon abandoned the boat, forit had been 
emashed, and even if they had suuceeded 
in righting it, it would have been useless, 
They took the line which Jackson threw 
them and got back on the ship of fire, 
AIDING A SICK OFFICER, 


The sides of the craft were hot and blist- 
ered &s they vlimbed on board, The flames 
had penetrated to the depths of the hold. 
The men scampered over the blazing decks, 
dragged Essberg, the first mate, from his 
cabin and took Rita out on the bowsprit. 
The man had been ill for days and could 
scarcely stand, Iverson, McNamara and 
James Corcoran orawled out with him on 
the bowsprit. Joseph Corcoran and James 
Jackson trusted themselves to the sea on 
a booby hatch. Donald Cameron and 
James Houston threw ‘themselves over- 
board, seized with ap idea that they could 
reach land somehow. And the men on the 
bowaprit waited, , 
Then came an explosion which caused the 
sea to tremble. Decks, bulwarks and 
spars rose in flames. One of the big oil 
tanks had exploded, A few minutes later 
two distinct explosions came,and the main 
mast came clattering down, falling forward 
and narrowly missing the men who clung 
to the bowsprit. With the explosion 
streams of burning oil shot from their 
prison place inthe hold, and the waters 
became asea of fire, ‘he bowsprit was 
burning now, andthe men dropped from 
that into the water, where the burning oil 
hadnot reached, The heat was intense. 
‘They clung to the wreckage ond dropped 
into the sea to allay the tortures of the 
heat, Their faces and hands were blistered. 
The spars to which they clung were chain- 
ed to the vessel by wire stays, 


SURROUNDED BY SHARKS.

EMPLOYMENT OF WOMEN. 


Large Increase of Women Employes in 
the Untted States in Recent Years, 


A bulletin recently issued by the Census 
Bureau at Washington contains some infor 
mation regarding the employment ot wo- 
men that is interesting to people on both 
sides of the line, According to this bulle- 
tin, very nearly one-half—48 por oent, —of 
persons 10 years of age and over may be 
classed as working people or people engag- 
ed in ‘gainful occupitions.’ The total 
number of working people is placed at 
22,735,661, and of these 18,820,950 are 
males and 3,914,711 are females, There 
has been a very large gain in the number 
engaged in gainful occupations between 
1880 and 1899, such invreuse being 5,343,- 
562, and of this gain 1,267,554 are females. 
In this connection it is interesting to notice 
into what branches of bus‘ness the million 
and a quarter of women have entered to 
gain their living. The cccupations into 
which this vast number of wage workers 
have gone are trade and transportation, 
and in these occupations tho increase of 
males haye been 78 per cent., while the 
increase of females has been considerably 
over 263 per cent. The female wage- 
workers have gone chiefly into stores and 
offices RU GlGTER UaoK eSRiSarStenaarRDIKy: 
cashiers, typewriters and saleswomen, A 
number also have gone into various depart- 
ments of the printing and publishing 
industries, One of the characteristics of 
the end of the century is the adysnt of the 
“new woman,” and her influence in fixing 
the per centage of males that have entered 
these industries must have been very con 
siderable,

“King Hedge's case 1s) an example," 
said the Bishop. ‘‘He had been fairly 
Well oducatod years ago; had lived among 
the'whites on the west coast.

Well, he went back to his 4it- 
tle tribe, threw away his clothes and wore 
the single garment of his tribe. Hé' took

& white man, and used all his influence 
to help thé missionaries.’' 

‘Which wife did he keep, Bishop,’’ I 
asked, ‘‘Tho first one, or the last one?!’ 

“He kept the one that was—tho one 
that was most—sultable. Each of them 
had her home, and was comfortably sit- 
uated. Most of them had childron. He 
solected the one that had no children, 
that seemed to care most for him, that 
was most attentive, He called all his 
people together and told thom he had ac- 
copted Christ's laws.

od nineteon Ibs. per vine and so sold af 
two conta a pound, or about thirty-eight 
oonts per vine. The Catawba yielded 
16% Ibs, and sold at five conts a pound, 
giving o total of about oelghty cents per 
vine. About thirty varloties of grapes 
aro fully described, ; 

Tho secretary, in his notes on varieties, 
speaks favorably of the Victoria gripe, 
He says, ‘The Victoria, one of tho num. 
orous seedlings raised by Mr, B. Miner, of 
Linden, N. Y,, was this year a fayorite 
white gtape with me, and I am inclined 
to think that it will yet take a foremost 
placo among white grapes. ‘The bunches 
are woll shaped; the skinjhas a fine wax- 
en lustre and heavy bloom, and the ber- 
ries are of good sizo and fair quality. 
The vino is very productive, By some 
this grape is called a white Concord." 

Pesachos.—In his notes on peaches, Mr. 
W. Hillborn, Superintendent of the 


 South-Western{Stations, says,‘ Aloxsnder, 


Amaden’s June and Karly Canada aro all 
practically identical, The four most pro: 
fitable varieties to grow in this locality 
haye been Alexander, Barnard’s Farly, 
Tyhurst Seedling and Hill's [Chill. The 
two latter are perhaps the most hardy in 
fruit buds and give a good crop nearly 
every season. They are probably the best 
to plant in sections not woll adapted tc 
peach culture. Among new varieties tho 
Fitzgerald is perhaps the most promising. 
It is of the Karly Crawford type and 
apparently an improvement on that old 
favorite. The fruit buds sre hardy and 
the young trees will begin bearing the se- 
cond year after planting, Tho fruit ir 
large; skin, bright yellow suffused with 
red; flesh, deep yellow, of best quality: 
stone, notas large as that ofthe Crawford. 
Its season of ripening is with or just after, 
the Karly Crawford. Boyle's Karly ts an: 
other quite new sort in this locality that. 
is yery promising. It is tho first yellow 
flosh ‘pench to ripen with mo.'’ 

Strawberries.—Mr. E. B, Stevenson, 
strawberry specialist, describes forty-twe 
yarieties, placing the Greonyille at the 
head for productiveness and smong the 
bost' for quality, It} is a large’ crimson 
berry originating in Ohio, The Haver: 
lnnd_ho olso. ranks yery high for produc. 
tiyenoss. The Timbroll doos not ripen 
evonly, and the Parker Earle rusts and 
cannot ondure thedrought. The Woolver: 
ton, he says, 1s, well worth growing. 

Gooseberries.—Mr, Morton, of 
Brampton, reports upon twenty-six yari- 
otiod of gooseberries, mostly English, 

Mr. S. Spillett, Superintendent of tho 
Simcoe gooseberry station, reports upon 
ton varieties. Ho spoaks highly of the 
Pearl. Ho says; “Tako it all around aga 
medium sized berry, the pearl is.hard to 
beat. More vigorous and with botter foll. 
ago than the Downing, it is bound to be 
genorally planted. It yielded thia yonr 
five quarts to the bushel allaround. The 
Champion, a peer to the Pearl in yigor 
and foliage, is shead of it apparently in 
productiveness and size. Tho borry is a 
cross of Downing upon a wild Rocky 
Mountain gooseberry, so the originutor 
informa me. It is {certainly unlike any 
other gooseborry I have seen in habit of 
growth ond appearance and shapo of 
berry. In quality, I do not think the 
fruit equal to tho Pearl. I may/say that 
by spraying with liver of sulphur, most 
of the English yarleties may be grown 
successfully, but, in my opinion, our fu- 
ture berry for goneral cultivation will be 
along tho line of a cross betwoen the so: 
palleg Amorican yarloties and the Eng: 

igh. ’”

Spraying for Fangi and Insects. 

That paris green and kerosene omul- 
sion still remain the leading insecticides, 
and that bordeaux mixture is the best re- 
medy for plant disonses, is the oxprience 
of the New York station at Gunoya. The 
knapsack sprayer is generally useful, 
though extensive growers need a machine 
of greater capacity. The suction pump 
shoud always enter tho tank at the top, 
ond the pump should be made of brass or 
be brass lined. Hond pumps should 
allow the weight of the body to bo used 
on the handle while at work. Vermorel 
nozzles givo o better spray than the disk 
machines. For spraying potatoes and 
tomatoes a nozzle is needed which can be 
lowered between the rows, and directed 
so as to force the spray up through the 
vines. The agitator is needed to koop 
the polsons in solution. The best forms 
work up und down in an upward tank, 
like a dash in the old churn, Where tho 
pump piston has a packing this should be 


ofien renewed, For killing cabbage 
worms und insects, no liquid haw boon 
found equal todry paris green applied 


with # hand sifter, Powder guns ore 
useful for applying dry powdered polaons,

THE SAN JOSE SCALE. 


Description of This Pernicious Pest and 
How to Exteorminate it. 

Whero tho San Jose scalo has found 
lodgmont its extermination should be Im- 
mediate, This pernicious scalo ts injuri- 
ous t 6 great yarlety of deciduous troos, 


and besides causing the doath of the 
trees, has groat power of production. 
Common in California, it now infests 
Washington, Oregon, New Moxtco and 
the western country. Among tho local- 


ities of the Atlantic soaboard known to 
ho Infosted are Imited sections in Flor- 
ida, Goorgia, Virginia, Delaware, Mary- 
land. New Jersey, Pennsylyaniagand Now 
York. Speolmens have also’ beon obsery- 
od in ene or moro towns In Ohio and In- 
diana, the scalo probably haying beon 
shipped in on nursery stock, or brought 
on Californian fruit. Tho young or nowly 
hatched aro almost microscoplo creatures 
of o white or palo yollow color, body of 
ovold form, flattened, with six legs and 
two short foolers. They are active for o 
brief period only, sometimes but a few 
hours or oven minutes, rarely more than 
a day or two, and settle upon the bark 
noar whore they aro born, unless it is al- 
ready too thickly covered with tho parent 
scales. A long threadliko proboscls is 


gradually thrust under tho skin of the 
leaf or bark when the insect becomes fix- 
od and a waxy socrotion exudes and covers 
tho scale, This increases yintil the larva 
underneath molts. The first larval skin 
becomes part of the secretion or shield, 
and ia known as tho larval scale, and the 
insect undor it after this first molt, lenyes 
its legs and feelers. The covering still 
furthor increases and a second molt takes 
place, and a covering known as tho mo- 
dial scale olther surrounds or extends 
from ono ond of tho laryal scale, accord- 
ing to the specios. The sexes are readily 
distinguishable by their scales or shields, 
Tho male undergoes a third molt, from 
which results @ delicate two-winged fly. 
The San Jose scale is quite circular in 
form, very flat and pressed close to the 
-bark. It. grows from ono-sixteenth to 
ono-elghth inch in diameter inthe female 
and about half this size in’ the mate. It 
has the general color of the bark, and the 
larval scale in the centre is a slightly 
raised point, varying from yellowish to 
nearly black in color. In tho latitude of 
Washington, D,C., thore may be flye an- 
nual genorations, each occupying on an 
ayorago forty days. Multiplication con- 
tinues from the beginning of June until 
late in autumn, or until winter weather 
fairly sets in. 

For the extermination of the San Jose 
scale, a number of parasites haye been 
found quite effeciive. But whore trees

sre found to be badly infosted, the safest 

and most economical course is to cut and 

burn trunk and branch. Where the in- 
fection is less marked, insecticide washes 
and sprays may be used. Before young 
lice haye begun to secrete scales they 
“may be destroyed by spraying with kero- 
seno emulsion. For the older scales the 
washes may be divided into those which 
can be used in summer without damage 
to tho trees, and those so strong they can 
only boapplied while the tree is dormant 
during winter. Among the insocticides 
that haye been proven more or less suc- 

_ ceasful are formulas of whale oil soap, the 

‘resin wash, kerosene emulsion, hard laun+ 

dry soap, concentrated potash lye, fish oll 

goap, and California limé-sulphur-and- 

jsalt wash. Tho most effective insecticide 
for the San Jose scale is to dissolve two 

‘pounds of whale oil soap in one gallon of 

water, and make a thorough spraying. 


Gotting Host Results In the Fruit Garden, 
Whoever has picked the most lusclous 
‘wild raspberries and blackberries and has 


noted the conditions under which they 


grew, bas soon that a loose soil and abun- 
dant moisture are prime essentials to per- 
fection in these berries. It has been 


found by oxperience that tho greatest ald 


the gardener has in securing a light, 
loose and moist soil, even in the heat of 
summer, is a heavy coating of the ground 
with mulch. Applied to the soll, not in 
4 thin cont that soon disappéars, but in a 
yery thick ono, it keeps down secds, 
smothering that most troublesome. of 
pests, witch grass, and creates beneath it 
4 surprising condition of the soil. If one 
will take the trouble to draw aside a 
thick coat of mulch, he will be surprised 
to find beneath it as ight as though the 
harrow had just passed through it while 
even in time of drought tho soil ‘will be 
woll filled with moisture, drawn up from 
the regions below. In using mulch care 
should be taken to avoid that having 
weed sced, unless the plot of land is to be 
kept permanently mulched, Rathor than 
g0 without such a coyering in the rasp- 
berry rows, if straw or hay wore not at 
hand, have overgreen brush cut in the 
woods and pastures and wish this mulch 
the land; but straw or hay is better, for 
it decays and forms a yegetable humus ip 
the soll,

There is less 
than o pound of lime in one thousand 
pounds of wheat, and if a hon is compell- 
od to kubslst on grain entirely, how is it 
possible for hur to furnish eggs, which are 
hot only covered with a shell of lime, but 
Slko contain within themselyes the sub- 
stances that are changed into bono, blood, 
flosh and fat;—Farm and Fireside,

THE TRAMPS OF THE OCEAN. 


Tuteresting Facts About a Claas of Vessels 
That Aro Unpopular, 


The ocean has its tramps o9 well as the 
land. Tho ocean tramp is, however, of o 
very different character from the tramp 


with whom we are familiar, Although, 
like its namesnke of the land, it has no 
fixod place of abode, but travels about 
everywhere, it depends for its livelihood 
upon its own work, instead of upon the 
contributions of others, 

Tho ocean tramp is o steamship, says 
Golden Days. They are 60 called from 
their willingness to go anywhere, and 
tako # hand in any trade that promises 
them a profit, Scores of them may bo 
seen at any shipping port, such as New 
York, Philadelphia, Liverpool, London or 
Boston, Some of them are large, some 
small some clean, some dirty. some ugly, 
and some neat and trim. They vary 
greatly in appearance, 

As a rule, however, these tramps of the 
ocean are worn-out hulks, discarded by 
the companies who own them. Belong- 
ing to no regular line, or any trade in 
particular, they are sent out to pick up a 
cargo wherever they are able to do 50. 

Many ofshem are uttorly unseaworthy, 
and sometimes the boilers are on the 
point of explosion, and the machinery in 
bad repair. Often the power is inade- 
quate te propel the ship against great 
stress of weather, the steering gear is apt 
to jam at somo critical moment, thoir 
hull in the last stages of decay and, in 
fact, nearly everything is the matter 
with them that could be the matter with 
a ship. 

Yet, in’spite of all these discomforts 
and dangers, so long as the vessel holds 
together and the craft safely travels from 
one port to another, no one complains ex- 
copt the crew, whose arrangements are 
often such that they cannot leave the 
ship. 

To prevent desertion care is taken to 
ship only married men bofore the mast, 
and these men are given half pay in ad- 
vance for their families, on condition of 
giving bond against desertion. 

A more uncomfortable and in every 
way disagreeablo life than that aboard an 
ocean tramp cannot well be imagined. 
Tho crews are made up of [mixed races, 
and their wages vary according to the ves- 
sel and the trade in which it is engaged. 

‘The average wages may be said to be as 
follows: Chief officor, $38.80; second of- 
ficer, $29.20; chief engineer, $68,18; second 
engineer, $36.66; carpenter, $26.76: stew- 
ard, $29.20; cooks, $23.11; boatswain, §19.- 
46; able seamen, $17.03; ordinary seamen, 
$9.78; firemen, 814.75, 

These wages are a little better than 
those which are paid on other ships, on 
account of the extra hazardous riska takon 
by the men. ‘The tramp ships make the 
most erratic journeys, wandering pretty 
much over the whole world before returo- 
ing to the same port. After carrying a 
cargo of coal from Cardiff to one of the 
West India Islands, it may goto New 
York, thence to Rio Janeiro, then to 
Antwerp, and may then go to Cape Town, 
and from there to Shanghai, going to San 
Francisco before returning to the port 
from which she originally came. 

The operating expenses of the occan 
tramps are very small, The coal con- 
sumption is reduced as much as possible 
and the crew is small, while the other 
expenses are kept at the lowest notch 
practicable. 

‘They are very unpopular “at sea, and, 
like their namesakes on tho shore, their 
hand is against every one. They are the 
‘terrors of small craft, such as yachts, and 
fishing smacks, and many a boat that has 
been run down in a collision blames a 
‘tramp steamship for the accident, as the 
tramps keep a poor lookout, or none at 
all. 

Life of tho Poor in Paris. 

To get enough to eat is not the chicf 
difficulty, for that can always be done 
with a little ingenuity, For instanco, 
there are here 20,000 soldiers continually 


under arms, housed in huge barracks in. 


different quarters of the city, for whose 
support enormous supplies of provisions 
are required. Naturally there is a great 
amount of surplus or ubconsumed vioc- 
tuals. Instead of being destroyed or sold, 
these are givon away to whoever chooses 
to ask forthom. All one has to do is to 
faire queue (stand in line) early in the 
morning at the doors of the casernes, to 
have a bountiful supply. Free soup is 
distributed ot the asiles de nuit. Thon 
at the great Halles, or Central Market, 
where the meat received from the abat- 
toirs is cat up, the butchers and market 
gardeners sell 4 soup made from the 
scraps of meat and wneold vegetables 
which, though not very clean, 1s still pal- 
atable and wholesome and one can get a 
breakfast fortwo sous Aé® night Uf a 
man has exhausted his ticket for three 
successive lodgings at the ase de nuit, 
he can Mind a room ip some of the large 
barrack-like buildings of which thore aro 
two or three in Paris, immense butldings 
divided off into small rooms, where a 
night's lodging can be had for forty or 
fifty contimes. Or he can walk out to St. 
Denis, where theso lodging houses are 
more frequent and the price choaper. 

The diMoculty of finding a place to 
sleep in 1s the chief one for those without 
resources Or employment who try to Hve 
in Paris Some cross the river to a cer- 
tain famous ‘‘zinc'’ or bar, so called from 
the material of which the drink counter 
ds made, and thore tako o glass of ab- 
ainthe or other Nquor, which entitles the 
customer to a scat at one of the little ta- 
blos with which tho place is filled. Thon, 
oocasionally sipping his glass, he will 
put his forearms on tho table, lay his head 
down on his hands, and sleep by fits and 
starts until morning. Forit is an un- 
written law of the cafes thata man can 
not be disturbed while taking bis ocon- 
sommation, éven if ho pays only threo 
conte for his drink and takes all day to 
finish it. Inthe placo Iam speaking of 
they pay four sous a glass and thus gota 
night'é sleop, more or less comfortable, 
and are not disturbed booause this is the 
vory object the ‘*natron’’ has in view and 
ho is said to derive a good revenue from 
it.

Marticultural Notes. 

Probably nine-tenths of the apple 
orchards of Now York State are in sod, 
and many of thom aro meadows, ot 
course they are falling. 

Whenever we all get down to managing 
an orchard as carefully as wo manage 
other crops ‘we shall reduce fa{lure to 
the minimum. Kverything that grows 
must havo care except a wood. 

Go slow on novelties in seeds and 
plants. Try # fow cach year as an oxporl- 
ment, to loarn thoir valuo, but novor rely 
on thom for your wholo crop. Somo may 
prove desirable to grow, whilo othors may 
be valuoloss with you. Order your seeds 
in the winter. 

To plant strawborrips rapidly and woll, 
asya an oxchango, shove # straight-yladed 
spade into tho crevice, draw out thi’ ‘spade 
and firm the soll by stopping on each side 
of the plabt’ An acre and a half waa 
thus plantod by one boy and a man in 
three days, without loss of a single plant. 
They had to dig the plants and mark the 
ground, and averaged olght hours per 
day.

Tho total population of tho republic of 
Nicaragua is put by tho bost authorities 


at 810,000. Of the inhabitants of tho 
country, one-tonth belong to unolyilized 
aboriginal tribes, while the matin body 
oro classified ag ‘Indians,’ Zambos or 


mulattoes, nogroos, mixed raees ond 
Kuropeans, the latter, according to tho 
New York Sun boing but few in number, 

Tho area of the republic is only about 


49,500 Knglish squaro miles. Thoro are 
fow towns, and all of thom with two ox- 
coptions, are small and rudo, , The popu- 


lation of Managua, tho capital, is 18,000, 
and that of Leon, formorly the capital, 
Tho town of Corinto 1s the prin- 
olpal port on the Pacific, and the ladino 
olomont (a mixture of white and Indians) 
predominates there, The most important 
industry of the inhabitants of Nicaragua 
js tho raising of cattle, the hides of which 
are exported; and among the other exports 
sre coffee, bananas, sugar, indigo, cocoa: 
nuts, cacao, Brazil wood and codar. The 
head of cattle number over 400,000. ‘The 
greater part of the imports aro from Eng- 
land, and the greater part of the exports 
sre to the United States. Thoro are oyor 
19 mines worked by Amorican compan- 
fes, In nearly all of which gold {6 found 
mixed with silver, “and in few ailyor 
miaed with copper. A good deal of 
American capital has been sunk in them. 

Nicaragua is especially rich in valuable 
woods, tho mahogany, rosewood, grana- 
dillo, and ronron, also medioinal trees, 
besides other commercial trees, including 
the castilloa elastica, from which India 
rubber is made; the gutta. percha tree, 
and several trees which produce gums. 
Wild animals, monkeys, alligators, lizards 
ond snakes abound, besides tropical birds 
to the number of 150 species. Mosquitoes 
swarm in all damp places, and there are 
flerce wasps. The foraging ants moyo 
in large armies. The seas, rivers and 
lagoons are alive with eyery yariety of 
tropical figh, 

There are numerous volcanic peaks, a 
few of which are still active, but most of 
them have long been extinct. ‘The last 
great eruption was that of 1835, whon 
Coseguina scattered its hot ashes over a 
circle 1,500 miles in diameter, Near 
some.of the extinct craters are yast beds 
of lava and scoriae and numerous vents 
callod infernillus, which emit anioke and 
sulphurous vapors. On the Pacific coast 
the soll is very rich, and the climate is 
essentially that of the central zone; but 
the amount of cultivated land is smal} in 
proportion to the arable area of the coun- 
try. Maize, the priticipal food of the 
natives, is very prolific, and fine fruits 
and yegetables grow in abundance. 

The form of goyernment 1s constitu- 
tional and republican. There is  -con- 
gress of two branches, the senate and the 
house of representatives, the members of 
both of which number only thirty-nine, 
who are elected under the Nicaraguan 
system of universal suffrage. The presi- 
dent now in power, Gen, Santos Zelaya, 
was elocted in the Nicaraguan way last 
year, and holds office for four years. He 
has a council of four ministers, who haye 
chargo of that number of departments of 
the government. 

The active army of Nicaragua consists 
of 2,000 men, with a reserye of 10,000, be- 
sides a nominal militia foree of 5,000. 
The active troops are poorly equipped and 
appareled, and the reserves are unfit for 
any service in the fleld against 4 Euro- 
pean force, i 

‘There are about 100 miles of railway 
open in the country, which were bullt at 
a heavy cost. One line extends from Cor- 
into, a distance of fifty-eight miles, and 
another from the capital of Granada, 33 
miles. A number of concessions for pew 
lines of greater longth have been granted 
to contractors, who are blamed for delay- 
ing thelr construction. There are over 
1,700 miles of telegraph lines. There aro 
a fair number of schools for the popula- 
tion.

Farmor, attontion was called to a pair of 
oxon sold in tho Massachusetts markets 
that wore fod by C. W. Randall of Maino. 
Rogarding such salos as boacon lights for 
tho guidanco of those who aro begging 
for markots for tho poor off stulf that 
most Now England farmers aro trying to 
forco on unwilling markets, Mr, Randall 
Was askod to give furthor information in 
rogard to thoir brood, method of fooding 
and any other information that ho might 


have to impart in relation to them, Ho 
Be 


ours at hand. Will say that the oxon 
that 1 sold were five yoars old; broed, 
Herofords. ‘Those oxen were kept in the 
barn stunmer and winter, and haye dono 
tho work of tho farm, 'Thoy ‘had all tho 
good hay they would eat and four quar- 
tors of meal and bran aploco daily. Just 
as good cattle can be duplicated with good 
caro and sonse M feeding if thoy are fino 
grades. My method of ralsing steers from 
calyos is to lot thom haye the milk until 
thoy aro six months old. I givo thom 
provender as soon as they will oat it. 
They hayo good caro all tho time. I let 
thom run in the pasture summers, but do 
not give them provender when out to 
grass. In the winter they havo all thoy 
will oat, with some provender, I gonor- 
ally soll mine whon they aro thro® years 
old. Iraiso Hereford steors altogether, 
as I think thoy are moro easily raised 
than Durhams. I haye never written for 
publication, but if you find items that 
you desire to use, you are free to use tho 
publish thom.—C. W. Randall,’’

Now there was nothing in the feeding 
that was oxtravagant, the one point being 
that they were kept growing. We infor 
that thoy wore given the milk of the cow 
western style until six months old. This 
is unnecessary, as abundant ovidence 
shows. Skim-milk has boon found an ad- 
equate substitute for now milk in calf 
growing.

50. It is the farmer that sells the former 
steers that is played out and not the 
farm. Farming abandons such farmers 
and not they the business; they are run 
out by events.—Mirror and Farmer. 


CARING FOR LAMBS. 


How to Startthe Young Creatures in the 
tWay of Quick Growth. 

While the lamb is young is tho time to 
start it in the way of quick growth. Its 
future usefulness as a manufacturer of 
mutton from hay and corn depends vory 
largely on the start it gets during its first 
few weeks of existence. If it once gets 
stunted, noamount of subsequent coax- 
ing can make it do its best. At first you 
must feed the lamb through its mother. 
To make her give plenty of milk, she 
needs, in the winter timo, all the clover 
and hay she will ea% It should be good 
clover hay—early cut and well cured, 
She needs plenty of wheat bran. If you 
do not wish to fatten her for market, I 
would give her no corn, or very little. If 
I wanted to fatten her with the lamb, I 
should give her a ration of this mixture 
by weight: 100 parts of corn meal, 100 
parts of wheat bran, ten parts of linseed 
meal, I would gradually accustom her to 
this food, and as she became used to it, I 
would give her all she would ~eat, feed 
ing it by preference in a self-fecdor. 

Now, if lambs are to go to markot as 
fat lambs,I can suggest no better food 
for them than that mixture. Yot, if they

aro to cat grass during tho summer and 
be fattened noxt winter, as by for the 
greater part must bo, I would not give the 
corn meal, as they would do better dur 
ing the summer without haying had it. 
Lambs will do exceedingly well on good 


clover hay and unlimited 
That is the way I am 
present, 

If the lambs are to be nsed for breeding 
stock, 1 would avoid giving corn moals 
os o hoating or fattoning food. Glyo 
oats, bran and Iinscod meal. If the ewo 
lambs when gross is green in the spring, 
she ought not to need any othor food; yet 
the lambs pay well for th®grain that you 
give them. It may pay you to continue 
the wheat bran all summer. I show a 
dingram of a good solf-fooder for bran, 
which can be eaten from by both ewoa 
and lambs. The cut shows o ocross- 
section. It may hold twenty bushols or 
more.—J. K. Wing, in Country Gentlo-

with Httle fear of protest or over drafts. 

“Its long, heavy roots disturb the sub- 
soll, push and crowd the earth this way 
and that, thus constituting a gigantic 
subsoilor. Lhese roots become an im- 
mense magazine of fertility. As soon as 
cut, they begin to decay and liberate the 
vast reservoir of fertilizing matter below 
the plow, to be drawn upon by other 
crops for years to come.”’ 


rming the Soil, | 

The great mistake that people often 
make in preparing the soil-for setting 
plants is to leave it too loose, This is 
especially the7case with boxes and flats, 
on the greenhouse bench, and in frames. 
Plants set in such loose soil usually wilt 


*badly when first set, and they never grow 


so well as when set in compacted soil 
into which the plant can only be crowded 
with some feffort. Another mistake, 
which becomes apparent at this time, is 
growing tho seedlings in excessively * rich 
soil. hus grown they have only lttle 
root, and consequently fthey will wilt 
more and recelye a greater check when 
transplanted than when their roots are 
larger, ow!ng to tho less fertile soil. ; Soil 
mado from decayed sods istgood for these 
purposes, as it contains plant fibre onough 
to bind the soil well to the roots.= A 
proportionately large admixture of clay 
also seryes to make the soil adhere well to 
the roots. I like a rather stiff and only 
moderately rich soll for the cold.sframes in 
which to harden off ‘tomato and similar 
plants. When ready for going out in the 
open ground,the plants can then bo taken 
up with a spade, and all the soil as cut 
out in square blocks will firmly stick to 


the roots and be set out with the plants, 


so that tho lattor are but little affected by 
the transfer. Of course, even then we 
must see to it that the soll is firmly 
pressed around the blocks containing the 
plants, It can be done by tramping down 
with tho feet. 


Cheap Butter, wy 

The Rural New-Yorker has the follow- 
ing hint to butter-makers: 

“T wish that you would sond me some 
ono to buy that butter,’’ said a cominis- 
sion merchant pointing to about 50 tubs 
of all kinds and sizes-piled up in a corner 
of his storo, ‘‘Kirst-class butter never 
stays in the store oyer night, but I don’t 
know what todo with that stuff, Tho 
uso of cottolone has almost dostroyod the 
demand for tho cheaper grades of butter, 
A dealer who buys a good deal of cheap 
butter was in here, and I offered him the 
whole lot for 14 cents a pound. He took 
a numbor of bills from hig pocket, amd 
showed mo where he had purchased! a 
number of different lots for 414 cents por 
pound, Ho said that, while somo of it 
was nothing but grease, somo was fair 
butter, What wo are to do with that stuff, 
I don't know; I wish that thoy wouldn't 
send it here, Thore is a lot in fiye-pound 
pails. The man who sent it, also sont 
some in tubs, The latter was good but- 
tor, and soll at once, bat ho had oyi- 
dently packed tho poor stuff in patls 
thinking that the packagos would soll it. 
But thoro thoy are,’ Why will people 
make good milk into poor butter, and 
then bxpect people to buy tho stuff at 
good buttor prices? 

Heat Way to Sell Wool,

TO PREVENT COLLISIONS AT SEA. 


A New York Electrician has Invented a 
Compass That Will Glvo Warning, 

P. P, O' Brion, a Now York oloctrican, 
has invented a compass which ho says 
will avort all danger of collisions at Zscn. 

“Thoro is ono thing connected with my 
invontion,'’ he said to a Now York World 
reportor, ‘which I cannot make public 
That is the component parts of a chomical 
fluid which is placed in the base of the 
compass, ‘This fluid, by the way, will go 
& long way towards proving that in the 
vory noar future chomistry will play 4 vory 
important part in tho work of utilizing 
tho onormouszforces of ocloctricity, 

“Tt is only threo years ago that I mado 
® reolpo, if it may be called such, of this 
fluid. I had known something of tho ac- 
tion ofjeloctricity on certain chemicals, 
and in tho course of my experiments 
with my compass I mado soyeral fluids, 
all of different strongths. Ono day, with 
soveral!frionds, 1 wont to Lake Mahopac 
to tost the compass. Tho affair worked 
porfoctly whon tho contonts of one of tho 
bottles was used, very badly with others, 
andfagain not at all with somo.

“T was delighted when I found that tho 
compass was & success with ono of tho 
mixtures. Ono of my friends casually 
asked me how the contents of that bottle 
differed from the others. Then I realized 
that I had made a fatal error. I had not 
markod the bottle, and was as much at 
sea about it as my friond. That was 
three years ago. I set to work at once to 
rootify my mistake and spont several 
thousand dollars in haying the contents 
of that bottle analyzed, but all to no pur- 
pose, Porsoyerance pays, however, for 
sevral months ago I succeeded in getting 
o formula for the successful mixture. 

“The compass is about two and one- 
half inches in diameter and throe inches 
high. Under tho needle is o strip of met- 
al. Beneath tho face of the compass isa 
saucer, in which the chomical I spoke of 
is placed. Tho wholv is connected elec- 
trically with an enlarged horseshoe mag- 
net 10 feot long made of soft iron bars 12 
inchos wide. The poles of the magnet 
are connected by wire with tho ship's dy- 
namo,thus giving us the clectrical power. 

“The momenta ship enters the mag- 
netic fleld of the vessel which carries my 
compass, which I calculate at six miles, 
the needle of the compass is deflected in 
the direction of that ship. In turning it 
passes over the metal plate on the face, 
and as it does so it closes an electric circuit 
which sets alarm bells ringing, telling of 
the approach of the other vessel, 

‘‘When I first brought my compass to 
the notice of shipping men the cry was at 
once raised that the magnet would seri- 
ously affect the ship’s steorlng compass. 
Such ts not tho fact, for this can be pro- 
tected in the way usually adopted in all 
steel and iron ships. ‘This is dono by lay- 
ing narrow strips of brass, flush with 
the deck, around the compass. These 
strips act as a fence, as it were, against 
all magnetic influences on board. 

“Twas on the steamer La Gascogno 
six years ago, looking at the compass. 
Suddenly I noticed the needle shake and 
turn half way around. Capt. Santelli, 
who was hear me at tho time, and of 
whom I asked an explanation of the mat- 
ter, pointed to a steamer four miles off. 
‘That steamer,’ said he, ‘is loaded either 
with steol rails or canned goods. It has 
deflected our needle by magnetic attrac- 
tion.’ That set me to thinking, and my 
magnet is tho result. 

“Two'weeks agoI made an appoint: 
ment with certain persons connected with 
the Navy Department, and before going I 
decided to make a final test of the magnet 
and compass. With a couple of friends 
we hired a tug. We steamed up, down 
and ac the bay, the magnet and com- 
pass working perfectly all the time. 

“'T am not at liberty to tell whom I saw 
in Washington, or what was said, but I 
do not think that I violate any confiden- 
ces when I say that this summer experi- 
ments will be made in rough water ona 
yessel furnished by the navy. More than 
that I cannot say at present. 

-‘Friends have advised me to part with 
my invention for a lump sum offered by 
a syndicate of local steamship men, but I 


can put it to better use, as it will not 
seek to monopolize it, but will aid in plac- 
ing it on the ships of every nation.

~ DISPRICT CONVENTION, 


A District Conference of Epworth League 
of Christian Endeavor and Christian Eb- 
deavor societios was held in Doseronto, on 
Thursday ond Friday, Juno 27 and 28th,for 
purpose of organizing o district convention 
embracing all the societies of the Bay of 
Quinte district 

The delegates commenced to arrive on 
Thuraday moraing aud wore met atthe boats 
and trains by the reception committees of 
the two local societies, and conducted to the 
different homes where they had been 
billeted, 

The firat scasion of the conference was 
held at 3:30 p. m, Thureday, KR. Wiseman, 
of Deseronto, in the chair, Tho work of 
organization was proceeded with by the 
appointment ot nomination, constitution and 
resolution committees, and the transaction 
of other preliminary business, A reosption 
tea followed. Tables piled with delicacies 
had been set under the shady trees upon the 
lawn adjoining the chursh, This was a 
most pleasant feature of the conference and 
the vivitors expressed themselves as delight- 
ed with the profuse hospitality extonded in 
this manoer by the two local societies. 

At 7:20 o'clock the evening session was 
held, D. A Shaw, of Kingaton, occupied 
the chair A song service led by the choir 
occupied the first fifteen minutes.

Taylor on behalf of the societies of 
the Mechodiat aud Presbyterian churches of 
Deseronto, welcomed tne delegates in an ex- 
celient aduress, After some humorous in- 
troductory references, he suid that on behalf 
of the 98 active and 58 associate members 
of the two societies in Deseronto he extanded 
a most hearty welcome to the delegates, 
He weloomed them because of their work, 
In this respect they were all one, Their 
mottos were ‘Look Up; Lift Up,” and 
“For Christ snd the Church.” They were 
all looking up to Christ for salvation, and 
they were vlso going out and working for 
him, lifting men iuto the Church of the 
living God, He welcomed them because 
they wore all of the eame family and house- 
hold of God and therefore wor-hy of love. 
They were workers fur God by trying to 
lift op their fellow beings, On behalf ot the

BEAUTIFUL TRINIDAD AND ITS WON- 
DERFUL LAKE OF PITCH. 


An Inexhaustible Reservoir of Paving 


Material — Port-of-Spain the Capital 


No Port in the World Presents a Greator 
Variety of Race Types, 


Though énly fifty miles long by about 
thirty broad, Trinidad is the largest of 
the Windward Group belonging»te Great 
Britain, the most valuable of all tho 
Qucen’s possessions on the western side 
of the Atlantic (except perhaps Jamaica), 
and tho greatest curiosity in the whole 
archipelago on account of its asphalt lake 
—a natural phenomenon. 

Port-of-Spain has wide, clean, straight 
stroets, long as the purses of its nabobs, 
shaded by the most splendid trees of tho 
tropics, well payed, well lighted and with 
open gutters down which the rain rushes, 
The shops, with their porticoos aud 
arched doorways, recall the olden days of 
Spanish occupancy. The town was ori- 
ginally built of wood, but being nearly 
destroyed by fire early in tho prosent con- 
tury, it was rebuilt of stono from the 
Trinidad hills, For many yeirs’ nobody 
has beon allowed to erect a structure of 
any sort except of this stone, and in a 
prescribed line, As in other parts of tho 
West Indies, the dwellings are sot up ‘on 
pillars, throo or four feot from the ground. 
Those in the upper part of tho city aro 
detached, each surrounded by its own 
grounds, and most of them are covered 
with ayine which boars bright purple 
flowers, 

One hears a strange babel of tongues in 
Port-of-Spain. No port in the world pre- 
sents a greator yariety of race types. To 
us tho strangest are the Hindoo coolies, 
venerable-looking men in truth, dark,

of blocks lie all around, and a constant 
procession of bullock carts, bringing more

Negro guides are as numerous and im- 
portant here as the white fraternity are at 
Niagara Falls and the Mammoth Cave. 
Haying selected a suitable conductor, who 
promises to ‘‘show you all de sights’’ for 
half o dollar, you are assisted into a mule 
cart and slowly bumped and rattled up 
hill, along a pitch road, with a pitch gut- 
ter on either side of it. The lake is a 
mile anda half from the landing; the 
road on one side bowlered by palm-thatch- 
ed huts, each with its pine-apple patch 
and§grove of orange trees, and on the 
other side by ‘‘the bush’’—a wilderness 
of dwarf cashow-nut trees, covered with 
creepers aglow with golden blossoms. 
Tho lake does not lic ina depression, as 
one would suppose, but at the top of a 
rise, whence tho ground slopes away from 
it on two sides. Tho strange bituminous 
sheet has an area offnearly 100 acres, and 
no bottom as yet discovered; and its sup- 
ply of asphalt, which is being industri- 
ously worked by several companies (most 
Amorican), who haye leased portions of 
Government, seoms 
to be literally inexhaustible. Eyorywhero 
are innumerable clefts and flasures, where 
tho pitch, oozing up from yarious centres, 
has failed to unito into ono compact mass, 
These fissures vary from a few inches to 
several yards in extent and depth, and 
aro full of cloar, frosh water, in which 
are small, ugly looking fish. 

Fast os tho pitch is dug from the hard- 

ened top the quantity taken away is ro- 
plenished by soft asphalt oozing up from 
bolow, which quickly becomes hardened 
by evaporation of its constituent foil in 
the sun. Every night supplics tho gx- 
haustion of every day, and the hole which 
you see the nen making this ofternoon 
will to-morrow be filled up and undiscoy- 
erable. The mothods of skimming this 
great bowl may be bost illustrated by 
comparing it to a pond from which blocks 
of ice haye been cut and the wator solidi- 
fled ogain by the action of frost; the dif- 
ference being that in one case heat ts the 
agont, and in the other cold.

To prevent sows cating their pigs, give 
the sow two to three lbs. of salt pork 
(cut in pieces half an inch thick) im- 
mediately after farrowing, provided there 
aro any signs of trouble that way. This 
has proved a sure remedy in mony cases, 
we having had lettors from thirteen farm- 
ers to this offect since the subject was 
mentioned in our veterinary department 
recently. Feeding sows mostly on wheat 
middlings for about two weeks before 
foaling often avoids this trouble. Fresh 
beef inay be used instead of galt pork, 
and raw potatoes may be fed with both, 
Give soppy or cooling food just before

Feeding Dairy Cows, 

A series af observations of the winter 
feeding practices of Connecticut dairymen 
has led the Storrs station to the conclu- 
sion that in general there was the largest 
yield of milk and the largest butter produc- 
tion with narrow rations rich in protein. 
Wide rations low in protein did not favor 
large milk or butter production. In the 
three tests when it was possible to study 
the finanociel side of the feeding narrow 
rations rich in protein were decidedly the 
more economical, Bearing in mind that 
there is no such thing asa ‘‘best ration,’’ 
and that all attempts to exprass in terms 
of protein and onergy tho needs of a dairy 
cow are only approximations, the follow- 
ing ration is tentatively suggested as a 
basis for feeding dairy cows: 

Organic matter, 25 pounds; digestible 
protein, 2.5 pounds and enough digestible 
fat and a carbohydrates to bring the fuel 
yalue up to about 81,000 calories. 

The subject of cattle feeding and hand- 
ling is a large one, and only general prin- 
ciples can bo laid down. No hard and 
fast rules for feeding are now known, 
and doubtless nono'eyer will be known, 
It is nevertheless true that the man who 
exercises the largest amount of good 
judgment, based upon all that the most 
advanced science can bring him, and who 
tries to put into practice the knowledge 
thus acquired, will be much surer of suc- 
cess than one who works blindly. There 
may be no “‘best’’ breed, no ‘‘best’’ ra- 
tion, and no “bost’’ way of handling dairy 
stock, but there are poor cows, uneconom- 
ical rations and bad ways of handling, 
and the man who learns to ayoid ‘the bad 
and choose the better is well on the road 
towards the bezt.

CANADA'S PHOSPHATE MINES. 


A Collapse in tho Industry: Caused by the 
Competition of Florida: 

The phosphate mining interests of Canada 
are in o state of utter collapse at present, 
and to remedy this state of affairs the 
Canadian Mining Association proposes to 
endeavor to induce the Dominion and Pro- 
vineial Governments to introduce the 
general use of phosphate fertilizers ob 
Canadian farms through the agency of the 
experimental farms, Ag an illustration of 
the stagnation of thie branch of mining, 
is may be mentioned that three years\ago 
3,000 men were employed in phosphate 
mining in Ottawa county alone, while to- 
day not threescore men are thus engaged, 
The cause of the collapse is the competition 
in the Boglish markets ofthe phosphates 
of Algiers and the highgrade product of 
Florida, which can be worked and market- 
ed much more cheaply, The mioing men 
point out that lands in Georgia have ad- 
vanced in price from $3 vo $30 an acré 
through the uss of fertilizers, Many, in 
fact moat,of the farme of Quebec have been 
exhausted by the wasteful and unscientific 
farming of the inhabitants,and so the neces~ 
sity of doiuy somettiing to improve }els 
farming methods, and thos relieve the 
ppeenate tniners, will be pressed uy 

overnoment, 

Phosphate was mined extensively in 
Canada unvil recently, The principal mines 
were in Ottawa county, and the output 
averaged from 20,000 to 35,000 tons. The 
higher grades were slipped to Europe and 
the lower found a market in the United. 
States, The large profits led to the open-| 
ing of new mines, and considerable of « 
boom took place. The excitement culmin- 
ated in the formation of the General Phos- 
phate Corporation, Limited, with ® capital 
of £1,000,000 aterliny, and 2,660 acres were 
acquired in Ottawa county at an outlay of 
£98,000. 

High-saluried and inexperienced men 
wereengaged both in London and at the 


high-grade plosphates in Florida, and the 
flooding of the Muropeat markets therewith 
catsed » big drop in the price of Canadian 
phosphates, The mines were compelled to 
suspend or reduce operations, and the skip.

Japanese will accomplish » task 
lopoloss if they aucceed in 
subduing the tribes of savages and dwarfs | 
which inhabit the interior of their newly 


acquired island of Formosa, | 


These wild 
people have maintained their independence 
for centuries, refusing to be civilized or to 
submit to the yoke of the foreign invader. 

They dwell in the fastnesses of the moun- 
tains, and some of them are head hunters, 
Bugs of w peculiar network are manufaotur- 
ed by them expressly for the purpose of 
carrying in their warlike 
One of their cbiefs when about to 
be executed by the Chinese said; * I have 
no fear of death ; I have taken ninety-four 
heads and only wanted six more to make 
the hundred.” 

These savages are of Malay stock, They 
aay that they did not belong originally in 
Normosa, and origin by 
pointing to the south and showing copies 
of the canoes in which their ancestors are 
alleged to haye arrived, Their garb ranges 
from nudity to gayly colored garments of 
their own weaving,made from the fibres of 
the banana and ramie plants, They tattoo 
their faces and build elegant huts of bame 
boo, over the doorways of which are hung 
as trophies skulls of wild boars and apes 
and sometimes tufts of Chinamen’s pigtails. 

THK CAMPHOR DISTRICT, 

Tt is only in their territory, which stran- 
gerarurely dare to invade,that the camphor 
bearing laurel grows, Consequently, the 
camphor can only be obtained with their 
consent, and money is paid to the chiefs to 
refrain from destroying the distilled plants 
set up in their country, Nevertheless, 


trouble frequently arises and the stills are 
constantly being destroyed. 

Several European firma are engaged in 
the camphor trade, and they negotiate with 
the suvages through the intervention of the 
semi-civilized Hakkas, or Hillmen, They

A QUEER RACE OF DWARFS, 


Formosa is a part of the great archipelago 
which includes the Philippines, long 
possessed and misgoverned by Spain, In 
Japan's newly acquired island have been 
found skulls and skeletous of people who 
belonged toa race of black dwarfs,doubtless 
exterminated there by the Malays. Pigmies 
of the same race stillinhabitthe Philippines, 
They were called Negritos, or Little 
Negroes, by the early Spanish settlers, 
Some of the smaller islands were entirely 
peopled by them. They call themselves 
Actas ; they are active, very dark, woolly, 
amall-headed, and average only four feet 
and seven inches in height. 

They are distinct from any other known 
people, Though so tiny, they are very 
muscular, using with ease bows which the 
strongest white man cannot string. They 
are wonderful runners, and their senses are 
astonishingly acute. “They distinguish by 
their odor fruits hidden in the thick foliage 
of the jungle, and recognize by smell only 
from what flowers the bees have gathered 
honey. 

These dwarfs are supposed to have been 
the earliest inhabitants of the Malay 
Archipelago, They invented canoes, and 
nautical qualities of which have astonished 
English sailors, Kyentually they became 
Widely scattered over the seas of that part 
of the world and on the mainland as well, 
Nome tribes of them still exist in the most 
inaccessible and unwholesome parts of 
Jndia, Where they are known as ‘man 
«pes,” or men of the jungle,” 

Once upon w time they were numerous 
in Java, where they were wiped out by 
Malays who joined to murderous pro- 
pensities o civilization capable of ereot- 
ing the thousands of gigantic temples 
whose ruin to-day amuze the archeo- 
logical explorer in thav Island, Some 
anthropologivts are of the opinion that 
the remains of aso-called fowsil man 
recently found in Java are actually the 
bones of 4 little negro. 

Bipger and stronger people gradually 
droyeout uod killed off these pigmies, 
who now are found ocoupying the interior 
ofsomeof the largest islands, finding & 
tefuge among the mountains, while the 
plains and coastal regions are inhabited by 
intruding races, ‘This 18 true of Luzon, 
the Jarweat member of the group of 
Philippines, The dwarfs were found there 
by the firat Spanish eettlers a8 well as in 
the interior of the four other principal 
islunds, 

HURL POISONED ARROWS, 

They will haye nothing to do with the 
Spanish, Mulay or Chinese inhabitants, 
aud intrusion upon their territory is 
vigorously resented, Armed as they are 
with poisoned arrows, the  slightost 
seratch from which means death, they 
are well ablu to defend themselves, There 
are parte of Luvon in which no white man 
darew to set foor, and some of the smaller 
inles of the group remain to this day 
unexplored for the same reason. 

The dwarts trade to some extent with 
Chinese peddlers, but in a very poouliar 
fashion, Tho peripatetic merchant doposits 
money in a designated spot and goos away 
to a distance. In return for it the savages 
leave in the same place auch merchandise 
as rare gums, fine woods and the loaves and 
roots of valuable plants, which the peddler 
in able to dispose of in thé cites ato great 
profit. They are scrupulously honest and 
oven liberal in their dealings. 

‘The chains of hills or belte of jangle must 
not be crossed without formal invitation or 
special permisaion, Occasionally violations 
of this law cause bloody fights. The Litule 
Negroes are the sinalleas people in the 
world, with the exception perhaps of the 
Congo, who ore anid to average only 4 foot 
and 24 inches in height 

Owing to the extreme wildness of these 
little people and the difficulty of approsch- 


They have laid traps for the natives in 
order to catch them and make slaves of 
them, Op this account the pigmies have 
made a practice of killing mariners who 
chanced to be cast away on their shores. 
By nature they are gentle and kindly 
Their morals are an improvement on those 
of most white people. Sexual improprie- 
ties are almost unheard of among them. 
Marriage between cousins they consider an 
outrage on decency, 

The wife of a chief has an authority 
among the women which corresponds to 
her husband’s authority over the men, 
She keeps these privileges when « widow, 
if she has children; o%herwise she loses 
them, From eleven to thirteen years of 
age 18 for both sexes a period of rigid 
abstinence, during which they must not 
eat turtle, pork, fish or honey—articles of 


diet which onder ordinary tircumstances’ 


are their staple food, 


The Story of Waterloo. 

The most remarkable celebration ever 
held in Alliance, Ohio, was chat of the 
eightieth anniversary of the battle of 
Waterloo, James K. Green was a mid- 
shipman on an English war vessel in the 
harbor of Antwerp eighty years ago. 
Securing a furlough from his captain, he 
started across Belgium, and on June 18, 
1815, stood on an eminence two miles to 
the right of the plain of Waterloo, and 
through a sea glass watched the fearful 
struggle that day for supremacy between 
the veteran soldiers of France under Na- 

oleon and the British army, with their 

russian allies, under tle ieadership of 
the Duke of Wellington and Blucher, Mr, 
Green, who is now 97 years old, graphical- 
ly recounted his experience of that day 
eighty years ago, Referring to Napoleon, 
he said: **He was a greet military genius, 
but a more cruel tyrant never lived. He 
caused more sorrow ond euffering during 
his career than any ten rulers in civilized 
history.’’

1uU mevUcE BICYCLE RECORDS. 
An Electric Pacemaker Which Shelters 
the Wheelman From the Wind. 

Charles R. Culver, a well-known bicy- 
cle trainer, of Springfleld, Mass., has in- 
yonted and patented an electric carriago 
for pacing wheelmen, which is expected 
to bring the record fora mile down toa 
minute. It has three wheels, is eleven 
fect long over all, pointed at the front 
end, and from four to.five feet high. To 
avoid air resistance as far as possible, tho 
contrivance is shaped like half of a torpe- 
do boat.. The curved roof or top extends 
back boyond the body of the machine, af- 
fording a shelter from the wind of the 
flying record-breaker, 

The carriage is mounted on ordinary 
bicycle wheels, with pneumatic tires, 
somewhat heavier than usual. The mo- 
tive power {is dorived from a storage bat- 
tery, applied to the rear axle. The oper- 
ator sits well forward, and controls the 
motor which steers the machine by means 
of aleyer. Three-horse power is required 
to run the machine, which wolghs 700 
pounds, It is designed for 4 straight- 
away track. 

So great is the compotition among bloy- 
clo manufacturers for the records, that 
special pacing engines are being built to 
aid in producing thom.

Whilst but very poor returns are roalized, 


Pathmasters aro appointed from among 
the farmers, and in nine casos out of ten 


the man appointed knows little enough 
about the work which ho ts appointed to 
Oversee, and in many cases he knows al- 
most nothing at all about the mattor. 
Let me cite an instance. Not very far 
from here a farmer was “appointed as path- 
master for last year. He had work to tho 
valuo of fully $50 to expend on his beat 
Tt will be remembered that during last 
June a very heavy rain fell. It was ‘dur- 
ing the intervals of this rain that the 
above pathmaster had his statute labor 


performod. Tho result may be easily im-* 


Sgined, The labor oxpended was totally 
Jost, and the road was left in a worse 
condition than it was in the first place 
Thus not only was the money lost, but 
additional money had to be taken from 
tho municipal funds to render the road 
passable. 

Another phase of tho subject may be 
seon in the irregular manner in which the 
work is done, The pathmaster calls out 
his men and somo of thom come and somo 
of thom don’t. Then the oversdor has to 
be continually runying after the9 delin- 
quents, and there are cases whore tho 
road list has not been returned for three 
years, All the thanks that the pathmas- 
ter gets for doing his duty is tho abuse of 
his neighbors, with whom it is to his 
interest to be on friendly terms. 

Then did anybody ever watch the mon 
“working for the Queen?’’ Porhaps if tho 
Mmusoular force used in keeping the 
tongue going was applied to the use of 
the shovel there might bo better results. 
Of course this is not always the case. On 
some beats there are men who take a pride 
in keeping their section in good shape. 
But unfortunately these sections do not 
predominate, Nobody is particularly in- 
terested because nobody has any incentive 
to make a thorough job of the work in 
hand, and the man who gets the least for 
his work is the man who acts as overseer. 
I feel fully conyinced that if the statute 
labor were abolished anda tax paid by 
the farmers, of even fifty conts per day 
for eyery day of statute labor to be done 
by him (the regular tax-for unperformed 
statute§labor being seyonty-flye cents), 
and the money applied under the guid- 
ance of skilled overseers, we should then 
have far superior roads than wo haye at 
present. 

There may be some objections offered, 
but it seems to me that such objections | 
may be easily oyercome, and thore are few 
farms that would not be benefited by the 
labor which is now put on the roads. 
Our farms, for the want of labor, are ina 
great many cases running down and be- 
coming a burden to the man who owns 
them. 


BROAD TIRE WAGONS. 


There is No Reason Why they Should Not 
be Osed Everywhere, 

While the subject of good roads is being 
agitated in every part of the country 
those most interested in the subject are 
doing their best to make bad roads still 
worse by using narrow tires on their 
wagons. Heavy loads are drawn over our 
mud roads on these narrow-tired wagons 
and deep ruts cut into them, and in wet 
weather make them almost, and some- 
times entirely, impassable. I have a sort 
of pity fora man who urges his team 
along a muddy road, all the time grum- 
bling about the badness of it, when he 
might reduce the labor of his team from 
one-third to one-half by using wide tires 
at very little additional cost to himself 
and to the great saying of team and tem- 
per. It is to be hoped that tho first logis- 


' lation looking tothe improvement of the 


toads of the country will bein the way of 
encouraging the use of wide tires, for one 
Darrow-tired wagon will do more damage 
than a dozen with wide tires if the roads 
are at all soft. No ono disputes the 'phil- 
osophy of wide tires, and no ong seenis 
to have any good reason to offer why they 
should not be used. Our farmers simply 
follow pretedent and yo on using narrow 
tires because thelr fathers did before 
them. Lumbermen and. freighters uso 
wide tires almost universally and sayo. 
monoy by doing #0, but It seems that far- 
mers do not care to economize in this di- 
rection. The condition of our roads costs 
us more than any other single item of 
waste in this country, and the common 
use of wide tires would reduce this waste 
of energy to a large oxtent.—American 
Farmer and Farm News.

Potatoes Instend of Codar. —~ 

The low prices of codar paving timber 
and railway tica of late years, says the 
Manitoulin Guide, is leading some of our 
well-to-do farmers to considering the 
above subject with a considerable degroe 
of Garnestness, and already some of them 
are beginning to tilk and figure on the 
probable profits on a ten, fifteen, or twon- 
ty acre fleld of potatoes and report says 
that one of our Old timber buyers 1s talk- 
ing up the practieability of making’ con- 
tracts for potatoos in large quantities to 
be delivered at good shipping places, for, 
which ot least twonty-five cantacould bo 
paid in cash, This ts considered a fair 
price in the fall of the year in most 
places. The vbjection ts often raised that 
a few hundred bushela would stock any 
anarkot in the district, and so it possibly 
might, but it takes moro than a few hun- 
dred bushels to stock Chicago ors dozen 
other largo citios and they could be ship- 
ped to ata much lowor rate of freight 
than they can from the east. Tho trouble 
is not that there aro too many grown, but 
that there}is not enough to pay o bont to 
call for them; all that is needed is the 
quantity and we would soon have buyers. 


Making Ronda. 

Tho best time for road work 1s aftor the 
spring work has been completed, because 
the ground is then neither too wot nor too 
dry, and when dry weather sets in thoro 
is no use trying to work roqis. Road 
work in tho fall is just os impracticable, 
because the track will bo muddy until the 
freeze-up occurs ond the following spring 
will be full of mud holes.

RICH STORES OF THE YELLOW 
METAL YET FO BE MINED. 


Minors Rushing to the Yukon—Unelo Sam's 


Gold Experts to Visit the District This 


Summer and Make a Report—Grent 


f Discovorios. mew ue 


Of all the world tho minoralogical terra 
incognita is Alaska. That Uncle Sam’s 
big Arotio province cOntains immense 
Woalth in motals, if not in yet moro pro- 
clous stonos, has long beon known, says 
the New York World. But up to date 
those riches havo remained wnmined and 
not definitoly located. Now prospectors 
aro flocking into that country in soarch 

of treasures of silver and gold, and exact 

information on the subject is to be ob- 
tained by a Governmont oxpedition that 
is on tho point of starting from Washing- 
ton, headed by Drs. Becker and Dall. 
Thousands of minors haye gone this 
spring into the interlor of Alaska for the 
purpose of working tho rich placers found 
along the Yukon river. In. many locali- 
tios the surface gravel is rich in grains of 
gold. In faot, thore is plenty of the yol- 
low motal, the only diffloulty being to 
reach tho diggings and got away with 
tho stuff. The warm season in that lati- 
tudo is so brief that the enterprising gold- 
soekor must tako advanage of its first 
opening to strike for his baso of opora- 
tions. He must haye a definite objective 
point, for thero will be no time to fool 
around and meditate, inasmuch as with- 

im a few weeks Jack Frost will arrivo 

suddenly and perhaps unexpectedlg, cut- 

ting off retreat with barriers of ice and 
snow. 

The yleld of the placers must be ro- 
markably rich in order to pay at all, 
taking into yiow the shortness of the 
working soenson and the difficulty of ob- 
taining provisions and other supplies in 
s0 remote a region. The minors carry 
their own gold to Victoria, Portland and 
San Francisco. Some of the most hardy 
of;them haye spent the last three or four 
wintors with the Alaskan natives. Along 
the Yukon river thero Is plenty of timber 
for building sluices, and such apparatus 
as may be needed is conveyed by wator. 

The Schwatka expedition of 1891 was 
joined at Fort Solkirk by a prospector 
named Bowker, who left the party at 
White river. On his return to Fort Sel- 
kirk he examined all the streams and 
found gold in overy one of them. Proflt- 
able placer mining is carried on at Cook’s 
inlet and elsewhore along the coast. 

One of the richest gold mines in the 
world is at Juneau, on Douglas island. 
This ts the Treadwell. Though the ore is 
of low grade, averaging only about $10 a 
ton, it is so situated as to be easily and 
cheaply worked. . The mass of ore is 400 
feet thick and is worked as an open 
quarry. Tho mechanical plant is the 
largest in the world, including a gigantic 

attery of 240 stamps and ninety-six con- 
centrators under one roof, Twenty thou- 
sand tons of ore are crushed every month. 
There is nothing equal to iteven in South 
Africa. The mine has made its owners 
millionaires. The Treadwell is on a 
Hretal-bearing belt which runs along the 
shore of Southeast Alaska, following the 
coast of the mainland for more than one 
hundred miles, It is an immense system 
of lodes containing gold, silver, coppor, 
zinc and iron, While much of the gold 
is In a free state, {t is commonly found 
associated with sulphur. The limits of 
this great metaliferous tract are now be- 
coming definitely known through the 
discoveries of prospectors, 

The belt varies In width from one to 
seven miles, having the gratest breadth at 
Juneau. It crops out on various islands 
adjoining the mainland. All along the 
coast from Lynn canal to the Stratis of 
Fuca the geological conditions aro similar | 
and give promise of ‘‘finds’’ similiar io | 
the ore mass of Treadwell. 

Another gold district of great promise | 
isthe neighborhood of Sumbum, sixty 
miles southeast of Juneau. Tho yellow 
metal was first discovered there by placer 
miners in 1879. It was not until 1890 that 
bh mining was undertaken, sevoral 
important deposits being struck at about 
that time. Oro containing sulphurets to 
tho value of $270.4 ton and free gold aa | 
high as #40 a ton have been takon out. 

t Silyer Bow basin, on Gold creok, 
three miles east of Juneau, many hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars worth of the 
yellow stuff has been taken from tho hill- 
sides by hydraulic operations. 

The washing away of the faces of the 
hills has exposed immense masses of rock 
seamed with a net work of gold-bearing 
veins. There 1s no doubt that enormous- 
ly rich deposits remain to be uncovered. 
Many valuable claims haye been located 
on the line of the lode. The district is 
advantageously situated for tho deyelop- 
mont of its mineral resources Wator 
power and fuel are abundant, and 
freights are low over the inland water- 

‘ays of Alaska, which are better adapted 
for cheap navigation than those of any 
other part of the world. 

Together with the gold in the system 
of lodes described is found much silver, 

clally in tho nolghborhood of Juneau. 
ines are being worked for the white 
etal on Douglas island. The Sunnyside 
lode, at Sumbum bay, 18 producing ore 
that ylelds, several. hundred ounces of 
silver to the ton, At Glacier. bay there 
are lead ores rich in allver,

So tho tien who aro 
and have beon studying that branch of 
telence which deals ospectally with the 
brain are important men, Tho most im- 
portant of them are in England, Ger- 
many and France and of them all Dr. 
Worbes Winslow, of London, is probably 
the most justly celobrated. What he 


shinks is worth knowing. This is what 
he thinks: 

‘““Thoro Is not, I think, a greater pro- 
portion of insanity to the population than 
hovetofore, but what insanity there is ts 
butter understood and more generally 
undor treatment. There are fewer cases 
of Insanity which utterly escape the obser- 
yation of medical men, and thus fail to 
bo recorded among the statistics of tho 
malady.” 

Tt is only fair to state that it there bas 
beon an improyement in the caro and 
treatment of tho insane the name of Win- 
slow has been, perhaps, more closely asso- 
clated with it than ony other, Dr. Win-

est danger, The first of these is improp- 
or marriage; tho second is drink, 

A slight hereditary taint of insanity on 
one side may be overlooked, but if there 
is a slight taint on both sides the danger 
of transmission is great. A careful study 
of the original cause of the taint should 
be made before the parties are permitted 
tomarry. For instance, if on one site 
there was but a slight taint of insanity 
and on the other perfect health for several 
gonorations, the union might with safety 
be permitted. But if, on the other hand, 
tho slight insane taint on the one side 
should he offset by a tendency toward oc- 
contricity or any neurotic symptom, epil- 
epsy, paralysis, consumption or cancer, 
the union should be absolutely torbidden, 

“The influence which is manufactur- 
ing hereditary taints,’’ the doctor went 
on, ‘Is liquor, The drink habit is con- 
stantly and rapidly growing in ominous 
importance. If you casually examine the 
statistics of hospitals you will find that 
the number of men treated for chronic 
dipsomania, or drunkenness, is much 
greater than the number of women. But 
if you refor to tho reports of private cases 
you will find that the number of women 
treated thus is much greater than is the 
number of men. Dr, Winslow lays down 
the following rules for improving the 
Trace: 

‘ «First, reform the marriage system and 
call for certain health requirements’ be- 
fore a Hoense be granted, 

‘Second, restrict the liquor traffic and 
establish new and rational institutions 
for the treatment of chronic drunkennoss. 

‘Then, after had done these things, I 

would sc» to it that the public better un- 
derstood certain things that have a sorl- 
ous effect on the insanity rate. Chief 
among these is the fact that parents and 
friends make no especial effort to sur- 
round those who are under their care with 
the Influences which will be most beno- 
ficial to thom. Next to improper marri- 
age and drink, overwork, worry, shock 
ond religious and political excitement sro 
the most fertile chuses of insanity. When 
a child fs of nervous or neurotic temper- 
ament lts paronts should make every of- 
fort to save it from: any of theso influ- 
ences. A thousand cyses of insanity are 
developed every yoar which might haye 
beon escaped had the victim been [spared 
oxcltementa, worrles or other unfortunate 
{nfluonces which were really unneces- 
sary.'’ 
‘Dr. Forbos Winslow announces that in 
tho autumn of 1895 he will pay the Unit- 
od States on extondod visit. It isa pecu- 
Workty of his broad and Mberal actontiflc 
mind thot he Is unsatisfied with knowing 
European conditions only. He proposes 
to moxo a osreful and exhaustive study, 
not only of the methods and thoorlos of 
American aclontistaon their own ground, 
but of the two or three peculiar varieties 
of mental diseases which have developed 
in the United Sates, and which do not 
oxiat elsewhere.

THE LARGEST RAILROAD MAP, 


An Ol] Painting One Hundred and Twelve 
Feet Long and Fifteen Feet Wide. 


A railroad map, which is said #0 be the 
largest in the world, was put in place o 
few days agolin the great main waiting 
room of the mew passenger depot of the 
Penfisylvania Raffroad, at Broad and 
Market streets, Philadelphia. 

The map measures 11214 feet long by 
fifteen feet wid6. It is painted beautiful- 
dy upon canvas, which is’stretched along 
the upper half of the side walls of the 
‘waiting room, and'the work is done so 
neatly as to make if appear that the 
painting is upon the wall iteelf. Tho 
lower portion of the wall space is to be 
finished with handsome wainscoting. 

The map represents, from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific, that portion of tho country 
which the road and its allied systems tra- 
verse. It is all done upon so vast a scale 
that the railroad connections, the names 
of towns and cities, the State boundaries, 
rivers, mountains and yalleys are all 
plainly visible to the waiting passenger, 
who studies them from a position twenty 
or thirty feet below. 

The coloring 1s all done in oil, the vari- 
ous tints being skilfully employed in such 
& way 4s to indicate to the oye the gener- 
al character of the country, so that the 
effect is rather that of a beautiful picture 
than a mere railroad map. 


Forests Whittled Away. 

A notable example of a big result pro- 
duced by small means is found in the fact 
that lead pencil users have whittled away 
several big forests of clear cedar trges in 
Europe and the supply of wood suitable 
for lead pencils is practically exhausted in 
the Old World. An order has just been 
placed by a noted German firm of pencH 
makers with a California lumber company 
for a large quantity of sequoia wood, which 
is found to be the best wood now available 
for pencils. The sequoia is the big tree of 
California, It seems too bad that the 
grand old giants should be sacrificed, and 
especially that their end should be lead 
pencil shayings.—Paper Makers’ Monthly 
Journal. .

Valuable Surgical Invention. 
Some conspicuous surgeons of this city 
are now using for the first time a new and 
‘what is expected to provea highly valuable 
surgical invention. It is an absolutely 
sterilized suture, Hitherto sutures have 
been sterilized by boiling in alcohol, but, 
as alcohol boils at a poms baraseely low 
temperature it is not certain that all liv- 
ing organisms inthe suture are thus des- 
troyed. By the new process the suture, 
whether silver thread, silk, catgut or silk- 
worm gut is colled in a small, strong glass 
tube along with a small quantity of 
alcohol. The tube thus charged is then 
kept for a considerable time at a tempera- 
ture much above the boil-point of water. 
The alcohol is vaporized and the vapor is 
brought toa high temperature, while the 
sealed tube is prevented from bursting by 
being kept undera pressure equal to that 
within. The catgut and silkworm gut 
are uninjured by the beat, having been 
subjected to a treatment that prevents 
their being grealinized at such a tempera- 
ture. It is believed that every trace of 
animal life is destroyed by the process 
When the suture is needed the tube is 
broken.—New York Sun.

THE GLORIOUS TWELFTH, 

The Glorious Twelfth wae colebrated this 
year with even inoro than orditeary enthus- 
inem and display. Tiere were uenonatra. 
tions on an immonse sosle at Toronto, 
Winnipeg, London, Ortawa, Beilevile, ote, 
and the processions were of a must imposing 
character, thousands of Orangemen being 
Present from adjoining districta of country, 
Lhe weather was generally favorable in the 
morning but after dinner rain eet in at many 
places, thus tending to mar to some extent 
the pleasure of the day. Belleville was the 
place chosen for the principal demonstration 
in the Bay district, and the celebration 
there was one of the most successful 
held in Canada during the day. Thither 
vended vast masnes of people from the sur- 
rounding towns and vountry districts and 
the city was thronged all day with enthu- 
siastic bands of pleasure seekers, while tho 
roll of marching music never ceased from 
early morning until lato at night. The two 
Jodges in Deseronto assemtled at their hall 
early in the morning and haying formed 
their ranks marched in procersion through 
the principal streets, the Citizens’ Band 
discoursing spirited music, Their progress 
was watched with admiration all slong the 
route, the brethren showing a very neat 
appearanes with their bright regalia and 
ensignia of office, They proceeded to the 
dock where they boarded the Ella Ross 
which had come in from Napaaee with a 
large body of excursionists bound aleo for 
Belleville, The steamer could not accom:

STEAMER CIBOLA BURNED, 


The eteamer Cibola of the Niagara Navi- 
gation Company was burned at Lewiston, 
N. Y., on Monday morning. She had been 
tied up at the dock over Sunday. An hour 
before the catastrophe the fires were lighted 
under one of the boilers to get up steam, 
Nearly all the officers and crew, forty in 
number, were asleep. The watchman 
smelled smoke and called to the fireman, but 
before he finished speaking be saw flames 
bursting out amidships, He then rushed 
below decke to give the alarm and in a few 
seconds the fire had gained such headway 
that it could not be subdued, The officers 
and crew escaped in their night clothes, 
Capt. Solmes and some others had a narrow 
escape, The moorings of the steamers were 
burned off and the doomed vesrel drifted 
outinto the stream, {Vhen about 150 feet 
out the second engineer, James Woodward 
threw himeelf from a window aod swam 
ashore, At the same time Wm, Hammond, 
the third engineor, appeared at 'a port hole 
on the lower deck and attempted to pull 
himself through, Ino this he failed and his 
piteous cries for assistance could be heard, 
but po help could be given him, After a 
while he was seen to drop back and finally 
disappeared, This was the only life lost. 
Before the vessel broke from her moorings, 
fire caught the wharf and spreading to 
agjoining buildings reached the Ameriosn 
hotel which was also destroyed, The fire is 
supposed to have started between the two 
sets of boilers and is supposed to have beer 
due to spoptancous combustion, the result of 
coal gas, The burning steamer fioated dowa 
the river three miles until she ran aground 
on the Canadian shore. The swells of the 
Chippewa onused hor to float again and she 
was caught by a tug at Paradise Grove, o 
mile or 80 down from Niagara-on-the Lake, 
The etecl hull is intact though several of the 
plates aro warped; the boilers and abaft are 
all right; every piece of wood is consumed 
and the intricate parte of the machinery are 
rendered useless. Tho verse! ia thus a total 
lose, The Cibola originally cost $160,000 
and at the time of her burning was worth 
about $100,000, Tho insurance arhounte to 
about $75,000, 

The Cibola, it will be remembered, was 
built at Deseronto in 1887, work having been 
commenced on May 24th. Tho frames and 
plates were imported from Scotland and 
were put together in the Deseronto shipyard 
by W. C, White & Co., of Montreal, work 
boing supervised for the owners by James 
R. Mansell, on racer The pene

Texas Jack. He engaged Omahondro to 
go to Ningara Falls and take a lot of In- 
dians and the buffaloes they had captured. 


But many of the buffaloes sulked and 
died, as they often do in captivity, and 
at the last moment Maj. North, who was Thane ete Gh ats ROTI 


Indian agent at North Platte, recelyed 
an order from the Interlor Department at 
Washington not to allow the Pawnees to 
leave the reservation. 

This upset Col. Barnett's arrangements 
for the buffalo hunt, and it was postpon- 
ed. Col. Barnett then went to the In- 
dian Territory, where he ongaged some 
Sac and Fox Indians and Mexican cow- 
boys, and secured a fresh lot of buffaloes 
for his show. It was in Kansas City that 
he met Bill Hickok, one of the most dar- 
ing and dashing scouts in the West, and 
he engaged him to go Kast and manage 
the Niagara Falls Buffalo hunt. Hick- 
ok was & magnificent specimen of man- 
hood, six feet tall, straight as an arrow, 
carrrying himself like a thoroughbred, 
with long blonde hair falling over his 
broad shoulders, and a deep, tawny mous- 
tache of which he took great care, 
Custer, whose scout he was at one time, 
said of him that, on foot or horseback, he 
was the finest specimen of American 
manhood he had ever seen. 

He was as gentk as a child and as play- 
ful as a kitten. He was fond of practical 
joking. One of his friends at Niagara 
Falls was a young man named Woodruff, 
who lived near the talls. One day Wood- 
ruff fell asleep in an armchair in tho bar- 
room of the little hotel where Wild Bill 
was stopping.

‘A bust of Napoleon Bonaparte was then 
given to her, After passing her hands 
over it she recognized the features of the 
great warrior, and remarked that she sup- 
posed the bust must have been done dur- 
ing the Emperor's years of victorious con- 
quest, for the expression was less anxious 
than in the bust of Napoleon which she 
had seen a day or two before."

ALL ABOUT NEW ZEALAND, 


A Picture Brawn by Won. Mr. Ward 
That Colony’s Postmaster-General, 


The picture of New Zealand’s progress 
and condition, drawn by Hon. Mr, Ward 
the postmaster:general of the colony is a 
brilliant one indeed. It is only fifty-five 
years since Captain Hobson formally, took 
possession of the. island under a. treaty 
made with the Maori chiefs at Waitangi. 
The treaty did not mean the peaceful pos. 
session of the country, however, and its 
development was retarded by long and 
ostly hostilities with the natives, who 
howed both courage and military skill in 
their operations. In 1860 there was only 
80,000 white people on the islands, having 
under cultivation 150,000 acres of land, 
The troubles with the natives ended, after 
4n intimation from Great Britain that thoee 
who caused should take the responsibility 
of suppressing them, and New Zealand’s 
progress bean on a rapid scale. In 1570 
the white population numbered 248,400,and 
1,140,000 acres of land were under cultiva- 
tion, In 1880 there were 484,000 white 
inhabitants, in 1890 there were 625,000, 
and now the number ib estimated at be- 
tween 650,000 and 675,000. There are 
about 9,800,009 acres of cultivated land,

The Favorite Fabrics of the Summer for 


Tailor-Made Gowns—The Parasols are 


Not Quiteso Berufied as Formerly—The 
Longed-for Perfect Gown, 


The smart country weddings which 
oniivenod tho early summor days, and 
which were yeritable fetes champetre, 
aaye furnished occasion for the display 
of the most charming gowns imaginable, 
says Domorest’s Magazino for July. 
Light-colored fancy taffotas, crepons, 
organdles, mulls, and dotted Swiss are 
the fabrics most employed for these 
gowns, with, here and ther, an occasion- 
alone of handsome grenadine or accord- 
ton-plaited chiffon. 

Taffetas 1n tiny checks and fine stripes 
or in tho ohino designs of blurred flowers 
in fade colors aro made up inthe most 
refined simplicity. The skirts are with- 
aut any trimming, and measure from five 
® six yards at the foot, fitting trimly 
@zound the waist, with just a little full- 

@ese at the back heldin tiny box-plaits, 
end is either round or slightly pointed; 
while the front is very full and drooping. 
It is often trimmed with many vertical 
rows of narrow lace, yellow or black; and 
oftener than not, opens in the centre to 
show a tucked and lacoe-frilled pleco of 
mull or linom lawn. Dainty little points 
or turrets of the white lawn turn down 
over the silk or ribbon collar, and form 
the cuff of a long sleeve; or if the gown 
has elbow sleeves, a lace-frilled band of 
the tucking turns up over the folded silk 
band into which the fullness of the 
sleove is gathered. . ; 

A black lawn gown has two insertions 
of fine French lace above a broad hom, 
and is hung over a skirt of helfotrope 
surah striped with black. The lawn cor- 
sage, made yery full over a fitted lining 
of the surah, has many rows of the inser- 
tion passing round it from: waist to 
throat, and the sleeves aro trimmed to 
correspond. Charmingly simple gowns 
of dotted Swiss are made with a deep hem 
and finished at the foot with two rows of 
yery narrow lace set together like a 
tuche, tho scalloped edges turning down 
and up. Tho blouse waists—which have 
Aitted linings of cambric or silk—and the 
demi-sleeves aro trimmed with many 
yercical rows of the narrow edging. A 
black-dotted Swiss 1s trimmed with black 
lace, and those with white or colored dots 
with the fayorite beurre or yellow lace; 
while the ribbons for girdle and neckand 
sleeve bands match the dots, 

The skirts of all these thin cotton 
gowns are cut with gored front and side 
breadths and straight back breadths, and

Batiste, lawn, and India silk are the 


fabrics most used for waists like this, the 
“Fanton ;’’ and more frequently than not 
silk and lawn or batiste filling in the 


centre of the front, Frills of narrow 
Valenciennes lace—yellow or white— 
border the groups of tucks, edge the tuck- 
ed collar which turns down over « silk 
one, and trim the enuff. There is ao 
yeritable furore for these trimmings and 
accessories of lnce-frilled and tucked 
lawn and batiste, and their effect is yery 
summery and universally becoming. The 
back of the ‘‘Fanton!’ is plain across the 
shoulders, and fulled at the waist; and a 
fitted lining holds the fallnéss in place. 
Parasols to carry with these smart sum- 
mer gowns sre not quite so berufiled ag 
formerly. Though thero aro still quanti- 
ties of elaborate structures of chiffon and 
lace trimmed with ribbons and flowers, 
the most chio affair 1s covered with chino 
taffeta in white orsome delicate color 
with soft blurred flowers scattered all 
oyer, and not a ruffle orabow.

“ALL” SOR “SACHETS. 
Lovoly Little Ones Can be Made Oust of 
Crepo Tissue Paper. 

Botter than boxes for somo small fomi- 
nine belongings 4s laces handkerchiofs and 
gloves which find place in bureau drawers 
are large flat sachets folding only once. 
Their convenience and datntiness are just 
as great if they are as simply made as 
the drawer sachets with no ornaments 
but bows of ribbon and such as these even 
the busiest woman can contrive to pro- 
vide, herself with while the woman of 
leisure (does sho exist in these days?)

For the doll sachets get the little five- 
cent Japanese dolls dressed in crepe 
paper. They can be used merely to spread 
their sweetness around, or also utilized 
as pincushions. 4 

A half-yard of two-inch cherry satin 
ribbon is needed to make the one illus- 
trated here. Take a piece of cotton about 
a third the length of the ribbon and 
wrap it firmly about the doll’s body mak- 
ing a roll of the cottn that will fill 
plumply the two-inch ribbon and sprinkle 
perfume generously in the folds. Bring 
one end of the ribbon up to the waist- 
line in front, then double it round the 
end'of the cotton roll and let the other 
end extend up above the shoulders and 
head of the doll; overhand the edges of 
the ribbon together, down the sides of the 
roll, and finish the free end witha rosette 
of ‘‘baby’’ ribbon and loop, by which to 
hang it. A half-yard of inch-and-a-halt 
ribbon, of the samo or contrasting color, 
is tied around the waist in the broad 
Japanese sash fashion. This little trifle 
is so inexpensive and so easily fashioned 
that it is commended for church fair 
tables, where it flnds a ready sale. 

Charming little sachets to scatter 
abundantly through one’s bureau- 
drawers, trunks, boxes, etc., oan be made 
of the crepe tissue-paper which has been 
turned to such a multitude of decorative 
purposes. Cut a square of the paper and 
fold it into a triangle, then make a thin 
pad of cotton batting, o half-inch smaller 
than the paper when folded, sewing a 
frill of two-inch Valenciennes around the 
two sides and point, lay the pad within 
the paper, and tack in place with loops 
of ribbosene or ‘‘baby’’ ribbon. A piece 
of the paper can be wrapped around a 
square of cotton batting holding the per- 
fume, and tied with ribbon, in bag- 
fashion; the f¢lll left at the top should 
then be pulled out into irregular flower- 
like petals, shaping a little with the scis- 
sors—remembering that not imitation of 
Nature but just suggestion of her is 
almod at—and the edges can pe tinted 
with water-color, The offect is very 
dainty and flower-like.

For Diphtheria. 

During the prevalence of diphtheria it 
is quite as important to look after the 
well ones as those that are ill; especially 
needful it becomes when one is exposed to 
the disease. The observance of a few pre- 
cautions in this disease, as well as in all 
others, will be of great value in prevent- 
ing their spread. First, never go into the 
presence of disease with -an empty 
stomach. Kat a good meal, if possible; 
if not able to procure this drink a cup of 
coffee, a cup of hot tea or a glass of milk, 
If nothing more substantial offers, drink 
& glass or more of water; better 1f a little 
whisky, brandy or Jamaica ginger be 
added to it. If possible visit the sick 
room when not oyer-fatigued or exhaust- 
ed. Bofore going into the room where 
diphtheria is gargle the throat with dilut- 
ed alcohol; 34 alcohol, 34 water—stronger 
if the throat will bear it, All the memb- 
ers of the family in the house with a case 
of this disease should gargle their throats 
three times a day at least with the same

keo Writer's Reusons Why the Prize 


Should Romain in tho United States, 


The sporting event par excellence of the 
year, the one of most importance to Ame- 
ricans, is the contest for the America’s 
cup, which will take place on the ocean 
course of the New York Yacht club be- 
tween the 7th and 14th of next September. 

The visible prize of this contest fs the 
cup offered by the Queen of England in 
1851 for competition among the yachts of 
all nations. It was valued then at 100 
sovereigns. Plate of this character is fre- 
quently overvalued. I have no doubt, ob- 
serves a writer in the Philadelphia Press, 
that many American silversiiths would 
bo glad to duplicate this cup” for $250. 

Since the cup was won by the yacht 
America, in the regatta from Cowes, 
around the Isle of Wight, August 2, 1851, 
the English have made seven unsuccess- 
ful attempts to recover it, and the expense 
attendant upon these futile efforts has 
been over $100,000,000. The eighth attempt 
will be made atthe cost to Lord Dun- 
raven and the other members of his Eng- 
lish syndicate of not less than $150,000, 

In the attempts to win the cup some 
16 races have been sailed, in all kinds of 
weather, and of these only one was won 
by the English representative. That one 
was taken by the Livonia,in her race 
against the Columbia, October 19, 1871. 
The Columbia was disabled. The day be- 
fore ene had beaten her competitor nearly 
11 minutes, In the succeeding races of 
the series the Sapphotook the Colum- 
bia's place and beat the Livonia with 
ease.

And yet itis not uncommon 
to find tho delicate littl moths about 
woolens that have been long Infested, 
and very little thought would convince 
any ono that the vory much larger moths 
which flit about the lights cannot be the 
samo, Moreover, every housekeeper 
knows that clothos moths prefer darkness 
to light, and a little thought would 
arouse suspicion that insects with this 
preference would not be likely to bo at- 
tracted by lights. Asa niatter of fact, 
they aro not, but if they chance to be 
flying about they choose the darkest parts 
of the room. 

*Thore are three speoles of clothes moths. 

The most common is the species tho 
Jaryaé of which has the habit of making 
for its protection a case or tube from tho 
woolen on which it feeds. This moth is 
Well shown in an illustration in a bulletin 
from the Vermont experiment station on 
household pests, In which are illustrated 
the full grown moth, larvae in its caso 
and larvae without its case, all being 
much enlarged. The general color of the 
moth is light brown ot the front wings 
and silver gray on tho hind wings, 
_ The second species is less common, and 
tho larvae does not make a case, but a 
cocoon. The moth is of about tho samo 
size as the preceeding, and the expanded 
Wings are half an inch across. Tho 
general color of the moth is ight yellow, 
and there are no dark spots, Tho larvae 
js a small white worm with a brown 
head. It is the most common species in 
the south, : 

The third species is so rare that it is of 
little consequence economically. Tho 
laryao makes no case, but burrows in 
whatever it foods upon, thus making 
channels. 

The remedies adyised by Entomologist 
Porkins of the Vermont station for 
clothes moths are as follows: If cloth- 
ing, ete., can be inclosed In perfectly 
tight paper bags before the motys begin 
tofly and lay their eggs, they will be 

' perfectly protected. Out of doors tho 
moths do not appear at the north before 
the latter part of May and during the 
month of June the campaign must be 
vigorously prosecuted. Articles found 
infested or if suspected may be sprayed 
with benzine, and this will destroy even 
the eggs. If infested bureau drawers, 
closets, etc., are thoroughly treated with 
benzine at the proper time, there will be 
little trouble during tho remainder of the 
senson. 

After spraying with benzine and airing 
articles may be safely wrapped in papers, 
_or, appa putin bags. <A few cents’ 
Worth of paper bags is worth far more 
than costly cedar chests or closets. Fur-

Kitchen Hints, 

Greon vegetables and salads of all kinds 
Sre, according tom woll-known physician, 
the best complexion benutiflers. A daint- 
ily made salad is, lilsswise, a beautifier of 
lunchoon or dinner table, as all experi- 
enced hostesses will admit. Tomatoes 
iced and ovenly sliced, and served with a 
dressing of salt, popper, sugar and 
yinegar, make a deliclous salad. An ox- 
cellent lettuce salad ig made thus: Rub 
the yolks of two hard-boiled oggs to a 
powder, add ono teaspoonful each of sugar 
and ‘popper, one-half teaspoonf@l cach of 
salt and mado mustard, ond two tea- 
spoonfuls of salad oll. Lot it stand flve 
Minutes, and then beat in two table- 
Bpoonfuls of vinegar. Cut up two or 
throe heads of whito lottuce with a knife 
and fork and pour the dressing over it 

Russian salad is made by mixing cold 
YVogetables, as carrots, poas, string beans, 
portatocs, corn, bects, etc,, cut in small 
pieces and servod witha drossing con- 
taining red peppor and vinegar. 

For carrot salad cut cold boiled carrots 
into very thin slices and aprinkle with 
sugar; then add tho juice of o large 
Temon and o winoglassful of salad ol.

HOW TO COOK POTATOES. 


Undoubtedly There Is an Art In Bolling 
Potatoes 

Hovwoyer good a poteto. maybe, litte 
easy to spoil it in cooking. From being 
one of the most tastoful and nutritfous of 
vewetables, 1t may be made both disagree- 
eble and even disgusting, alf through 
being badly cooked, To pare potatocs 
properly, you must not haye a blunt 
knife, but rather a small, sharp-pointod 

instrument, a knife that has beon worn 
down considerably from its original size 
and shape, can deal with doep-set eyes 
and awkward protuberances. New pota- 
toos must hayo their skins brushed off or 
scraped off with a knife. : 

Undoubtedly there is an art in bolling 
potatoes well. ‘Lo accomplish this rosult, 
let your potatoes be cut to almost equal 
size; let them Ho in cold water for half 
an hour or more after paring; put them 
in boiling water, just enough to cover 
them, adding a little salt, and lot them 

boll, not too fast, until they are nearly 
| roady to break. A small iron skewor is 
better than 4 fork to try them with, as 
there is not the danger of breaking tho 
potato, Pour off tho water quickly, set 
tho saucepan with the ,potatoes on the 
stoye fora minute with the lid off, give 
them a shake, and place thom in a vege- 
table dish (wich has beon warmed), and 
cover them. They should bo eaten at 
once or they will soon pass the condition 
of prime. 

There are many possibilities in a dish 
of cold, boiled potatoes; they can be 
fried, used in the making of bread and 
cake, put into a ple or pudding with 
meat, utilized in hash, soup, and many 
other ways. A favorite dish for breakfast 
in Devonshire, among tho poorer classes,’ 
{s proparod thus: Having fried the 
bacon, which should be ésufficlontly fat, 
the potatoes left over from yesterday are 
to be chopped up fine, and stirred about 
with a broad-pointed knifo until well 
heated, then let them stand on or beside 
the fire to brown at the bottom; thon 
place a plate or dish the size and shape 
of the frying pan, and turn out. If the 
potatoes are good, the result will be high- 
ly satisfactory; and when potatoes aro 
grown by the cottages, it makes a Zcheap 
as well as substantialjbreakfast, especially 
if the poor be, as they say, ‘‘raised on tho 
same.’’ f 

Potatoes to be mashed should bo well 
boiled and dried, then utterly broken into 
flour with a wire potato masher, when 
4 little salt, and milk or cream and but- 
ter should be added, according to taste 
and opinion. The milk should never be 
overdone, and as to butter, that can be 
added at table if deficient, and so also the 
seasoning. Oversalting hopelessly spoils 
the dish, and if an overproportion of milk 
be used, and any of the dish remains 
cold, it is almost certain to turn sour. 

Some doctors declare that ‘‘‘mischief 
Turks in the frying pan.’’ If by frying 
they mean soaking in grease, they are 
possibly not far wrong. But there is fry- 
ing and frying. Slice the potatoes thin- 
ly, put A layer in an earthen dish, 
sprinkle a little flour and small bits of 
butter, and repeat the same until the 
dish is nearly full, seasoning with chop- 
ped onions, salt and pepper; cover or 
nearly cover, the whole with milk, ond 
bake for two hours in a hot oven, The 
result will be to most a very tempting 
dish. 

For six persons use two quarts of thin- 
sliced draw potatoes, three ounces of fat 
bacon, half a teaspoonful of grated 
onion, half teaspoonful of pepper and 
one even teaspoonful of salt. Use a deep 
pudding dish that can be placed on tho 
table. Have the bacon cut in thin slices, 
and spread about one-third of the whole 
at the bottom of the dish. Sprinkle the 
onion over this, and then add half the 
sliced potatoes. Over them sprinkte the 
pepper and salt, and then add the rest of 
the potatoes and tho pepper and salt. 
Lay the rest of the bacon on the potatoes, 
and moisten the whole with four table- 
spoonfuls of water. Cover the dish close- 
ly, and put in a moderate hot over, 
Bake for half an hour then remoyé the 
cover and cook twenty minutes longer. 
The bacon at the top should be crisp and 
brown. Serve hot.

Some ofthe Latest Developments in the 


Artfiicial Flower Garden Wings and 


Whole Birds Are Worn—Gauze is Used 
on Nearly Every Hat That is Worn, 


The things most gorgeous now are hats. 
A hat of only one tint isan object of con- 
tempt among its parti-colored fellows,and 
should a girl come out with peonies and 
sunflowers in her hat, she would probably 
not catise much of a sensation. For that 
matter, if the immense red flowers worn 
in summer hats are not peonies, it would 
take a connoisseur in floral nomenclature 
to name them. For a lack of a better 
Dame they are called roses, but no rose 
that grows on bush or tree ever aspires to 
any such dimensions as those that now 
flourfsh among the millinery flora. 

Here are some of the latest develop- 
ments in the artificial garden: Lilacs of a 
deep, velvety purple; ivy leaves of tropical 
magnitude; yellow lilies of the valley; 
roses that are as large as cabbages. These 
are the abnormals, but there are many 
legitimate posies which come in the proper 
size and color, and imitate nature to per 
fection. 

A black mul! hat is covered with snow- 
balls and dark red roses. A white round 
hat has exquisite white clovers, only by 
some freak of the flower maker they are 
made the size and shape of red ones. 

A round hat that is not exactly sailor is 
the correct thing for ordinary wear just 
now. The crown is rather shallow, and 
the brim isnot wide, but the larger the 
flowers are the better. A round, white 
chip, with four peony roses, is considered 
fairly well trimmed, but if to this isudded 
ahollyhock rosette of white silk gauze, 
with some white wings projecting from 
it on each side, then it is beyond criticism: 

Mull rosettes cannot be made too large. 
They look like the double hollyhocks that 
grow in old-fashioned flower gardens, but 
they are much larger. 


Our illustration represents a burnt- 
straw toque, trimmed with changer 


able taffeta ribbon, — heliotrope and 
rose-color,—sprays of lilkics, and coq 
feathers. 


Wings and whole birds are worn by 
those who do not belong to the society 
with the long namie, White ones are the 
favorites, and when perched upon a green 
straw hat that is trimmed with apple 
blossoms the effect is startlingly natural. 
When the wings only are used it isthe 
fancy to put a mull rosette in the plage 
where the bird ought to be, sewing this 
artificial monstrosity upon the front ofa 
round hat. Two pairs of wings are some- 
times used in this way,perhaps to preserve 
the balance. 

Gauze is usedin one way or another 
upon nearly every hat thatis worn. Ifit 
is not in the form of rosettes it is accord- 
ion pleated andis made into funnel-like 
fans that stand up in place of ribbon loops, 
The same accordion pleating is used for 
facing the brims of straw hats and for the 
brims themselves when wired. A green 
straw hat was entirely covered with mull 
to match, and the trimming was white 
and purple lilacs, 

The ingenious girl will make her own 
mull hats, It only requires three circlets 
of wire set one within the other, with the 
sma®est for the crown, They are joined 
by means of transverse wires that radiate 
spokelike from the smaller circle. The 
crown may be made of wire and covered 
with mull like the brim or of fancy straw. 
Flowers aud two osjrivh feathers are the 
proper trimming. 

Sailor hats of knockabout wear are no 
different from these*vorn a season ago, 
except that the brims are a shade narrow- 
er. Striped bands are worn on hats with 
outing suits, A new idea is a narrow 
black velvet band in place of the silk 
one of two-inch width. Itisa very con-

A Short Desortption of the Modern Eng~ 
lish Bacon Breed. 

Thebreedigpractitally unknown In this 
country. It is in every respect so totally 
unlike the kind of hog which itis the 
ambition of the swine breeder to.produce 
that many will be surprised to learn that 
the accompanying cut is an excellent 1l- 
lustration of the type most poptlar 
among the English, being considered o 
yory fine specimen of the breed. 

The explanation of their popularity lies 
in their thin, long bodies, which supply 
great quantitios of woll-streaked bacon, 
tho inevitable dish at every English 
breakfast table. Indeed, in the produc- 
tion of this article they are without a 
rival save the improyed Yorkshire, 
which they greatly resomblo in many 
ways.

Protect Sheep Against Grab in the Head. 

Many American shepherds advise smear- 
ing the salt trough with tar, but this is 
seldom thorough etlough. A practice to 
be recommended, where the flock is not 
too large, is to smear the noses of the 
sheep periodically, at least once a week, 
during the season of greatest activity of 
the fly, with » mixture of equal parts: of 
tar and grease, or of tar and fish oil, or of 
tarand whale oil. Some haye used whale 
oil alone with good results, A brush will 
be found conyenient to apply these mix- 
tures. A reliable authority speaks in 
flattering terms of tho use of an olntment 
made as follows: Beeswax, one pound; 
linseed oil, one pint; carbolic acid, four 
ounces. Molt the wax and oil together, 
adding two ounces of resin to give body, 
then, as it is cooking, stir in the carbolic 
acid. The same authority mentions the 
use, by somie breeders of choice stock, of 
a canvas face cover smeared with this 
mixture, or with one of asafetida and tal- 
low, which may be adjusted in such a 
fashion as not to interfere with the sight 
or with grazing, and yet protect the 
lambs against the fly that lays the egg 
from which the grub hatches. Some far- 
mers plow a few furrows in the pasture 
so the sheep may put theirncses in the 
fresh earth and thus keep the fly away.— 
American Agriculturist. 


Feeding Grit to Poultry. 

Get a box about one foot square and 
eight or ten inches deep, remove the top, 
and placo it inside at an angle from one 
corner of the bottom of the box, leaving 
about three quarters of an inch space 
from the-bottom and one side, and the 
other side of the board about two inches 
from the other side to allow space to fill; 
or it may be filled tight, and the side of 
the box remoyed and hinged so as to 
open and fill, Place a strip of wood 
nbout one inch square, about two inches 
from the three-quarter inch space at [tho

bottom of the box. to keep the grit in 
place. Bore two small holes in the bot- 
tom of the box near what Is to be the top, 
and hang on nails so as to raise tho box 
‘a few inches from the ground, to prevent 
the chickens from scratching dirt in. 
Put in the grit, oyster shells, charcoal, 
ete., and the fowls will have it fresh and 
clean, as it will drop down as they eat 
it. ‘There will be no waste as when fed 
on the ground or in open boxes. The 
same arrangement may be used for feed 
when it is desirable to keep feed before 
the poultry all the time. The device is 
shown in the cut.—Rural New Yorker

KNEW THEM WRONG 


STUDY OF THE ORIGHWY OF POPU- 
LAR PHRASES. = 


It Appears to be a Caso of Guosswork Vo 
Many Instances and Poor Work at That 
—A Particularly Solomn Dissestion of 
Wallace's ‘Popular Sayings Dissected.” 


‘Many things ho know, and ho know 
thom all wrong,'’ saya that oldest of 
satires which Grooce attributed to Homer. 
Mr. Wallace, author of ‘Popular Sayings 
Dissected’ (Unwin) knows many things, 
but he Is far from knowing them all 
right. Tho origin of old bywords is a 
pleasant and curious study but it may 
just os woll be prosecuted with some ac- 
ouracy and mothod, if at all. Tho popu- 
lar plan is to invent a little fable for avy 
saw Which seems obscure. Let us take 
the phrase ‘‘in the wrong box.’’ Mr. Wal- 
laco tolls us that it is said to have orlgin- 
ated with Lord George Lyttelton, » man 
of molancholio temperament.’’ Who was 
Lord George Lyttelton? Are we to read 
George, Lord Lyttelton? In any case, he 
said that at Vauxliall ‘‘he was always 
supposing pleasure to be in the box noxt 
to him, which meant that ho was always 
In the wrong box for it himself.’’ Por- 
haps he did say that ho was ‘in tho 
wrong box.’’ Butthe sclontflo way of 
tracing the phrase is to look for it in 
English literature, backward. We havo 
not consulted Dr. Murray's now English 
Dictionary, but ‘‘the Greoks are in the 
wrong box’’ occurs as early as 1584, in 
B.R.'s Translation of two books of Hero- 
dotus. B. R. is fond of colloquial ex- 
pressions, bordering on slang, and ‘‘the 
wrong box’’ was one of theso, centuries 
before ‘‘Lord George Lyttelton."’ If Eric 
of Sweden first used the term ‘‘cook your 
goose,’’ we should at least be referred to 
the saga which says as much. Mr. Wal- 
lace gives, as an alternative theory of 
“the dumps,’’ that Dumops, King of 
Egypt, built a pyramid, and died of mel- 
ancholy. It may beso, and Dumops is as 
Egyptian a word as Cheops (Khufu), but 
we dosire a reference for Dumops. It is 
our impression that the West Indian 
negroes calla ghost ‘‘a duppy;’’ here a 
“duffy’’ is mentioned as a possible ex- 
planation of ‘‘Davy Jones's Locker,’’ 
Authority is needed for ‘‘duffy.’’ 

‘*A feather in acap’’ may be derived 
from Aztec and Chinese customs. But, 
asa Highlander of noble birth (or a 
Swiss, according to Scott) proclaimed his 
gentility by wearing an eagle's feather in 
his cap, we need scarcély go to China or 
Anashuac for the origin of the saying. 
Where and at what date Is it first found 
in literature? Mr. Wallace does not say, 
and, till we know, there is nothing to be 
learned from vague conjucture. He 
speaks quite calmly about a tax on noses, 
instituted by Odin, as if Odin werea 
character more historical than Hultzilo- 
pochtli. ‘Turning the tables’’ he derives 
from o craze for expensive tables, as 
under Augustus, Here, again, a pedigree 
is necessary, We must be shown that 
temporary Roman slang descended 
through the Middle Ages into modern 
English. ‘‘Solvuntur tabulae’’ is at least 
as probable as a guess, ‘‘All my eye and 
Betty Martin"’ is derived from ‘‘Ah mihi, 
beatao Martini,'’’ and how is that to be 
construed? What 1s the ‘‘ace or the dice 
used by the Romans?’’ ‘‘Canes’’ are aces, 
of course, ‘‘damnosi subsiluere canes,’’ 
but perhaps for ‘‘or’’ we should read 
“on."' If the ‘institution’’ of cat’s 
cradle is derived from a Christian refer- 
ence, at least the game is played by 
heathens unconscious of Christianity. 
The heathen, we are told, ‘‘worshipped 
on the heath, and not in temples."’ In 
what language? Mrs. Grundy is derived 
from ‘‘Speed the Plough,’’ a play written 
by Bishop Morton in the sixteenth cen- 
tury. We had supposed that ‘‘Speed the 
Plough’’ was a drama of rather more 
modern date. ‘French loaye"’ is really, 
in English, the same as to take leave a 
l'Anglaise, in French, that is, to with- 
draw from company without a formal 
farewell. We doubt if military operations 
have anything to do with this saying. 
“The Curse of Scotland’’ (the nine of 
diamonds) is, we think, correctly referred 
to the Cross of Scotland, the pips were 
arranged in a St. Andrew's cross, Myths 
about an evil message written on the 
back of the card cover history from 
Fotheringay to Culloden, and include 
Glenco. 

“‘A miss is as good as a mile’ has been 
ingeniously read ‘‘Amis is as good as 
Amile.’' These two knights, Amis and 
Amile, in the old romance, are exactly 
equipollent. Mr. Wallace puts it ‘‘Amys 
is as good as a Milles.’’ The coincidence 
may be fortitous, That cad is derived 
from ‘‘cadever,'’ @ non-university man, 
we shall be more inclined to believe 
when examples are given of cadever in 
that sonse. ‘‘It is caviar to the multi- 
tude’’ is usually quoted with ao slight 
difference. ‘‘To call a spade a spade’’ 
‘is found on Aristophanes at their finger 
ends. On Wallace's readers aro likely to 
have Aristophanes at their finger ends. 
On the whole these minor diversions of 
philology are only trustworthy when back- 
od by quotations and exact references, In 
the absence of these, we may know a 
great deal, but, Ike Margites, wo aro 
likely to know it all wrong. Whon wo 
say ‘‘sloep like a top,’’ we do not mean 
“like a taupe’ or a mole. A top does 
‘‘sleop,'’ as every one who cver spun a top 
knows. Again, to travol out df Mr. Wal- 
lace's range, whon wo say that a bottlo 
of wine ts ‘‘corked,'’ wo mean ‘corked,’’ 
not ‘‘caulkod,'’ ag somo ovymologists de- 
clare. In stripping cork from the tree 
trunk tho trunk is occasionally wounded. 
A drop of acrid juice gots into the bark, 
and a bottle cork mado out of that bark 
corks the wino. This opnion, at least, 
has good practical backing. All far- 
fetched derivations aro not nocossarily 
correct,

A despatch from Dublin says :—Michael 
Cleary, of Ballyvadlea,near Clonmel, was 
convicted of manslaughter on Friday in 
Causing the death of his wife, Bridget 
Cleary, at Ballyvadlea,on March 14th last, 
by burning and otherwise illtreating her, 


bn the ground that she was bewitched. 
the so-called Clonmel witch tragedy is one 
of the most remarkable; in tae annals of 
crime in Ireland. Michael Cleary, nyshand 
of tho deceased, Patrick Boland, her 
father, William Patrick Michael and 
James Kennedy, cousins, Mary Kennedy, 
anot, and. Paterick Dunne, William 
Ahearn, and Dinnis Ganey, the latter 
known as the ‘‘family doctor,” were 
jointly arrested and charged , with 
burning and ill-treating Mrs. Bridget 
Cleary, until death relieved her from 
further suffering. The evidence showed 
that Mre, Cleary was suflering from 
nervousness and Dronehitiie ond that her 
husband, believing her fo be bewitched, 
forced a nauscons decoction of herbs down 
her throat for the purpose of exorcisiig 
the evil spirit, After this the unfortuonte 
woman was held over a fire and dreadfully 
turned until she declared in the name of 
God that she wae not Cleary’s wife, This 
torture waa repénted, and in the end her 
husband knocked her down, stripped off 
her olothing, pouring parafline over her 
hody, lighted it, and the woman was 
burned to death in the presende of her 
relatives. Cleary claimed that he was not

WAS COLUMBUS LATE 


STRONG PROOF THAT PORTUGUESE 
SAILORS SAW BRAZIL ABOUT 1447. 


Map Drawn in 1448 Yrearthed—It Shows 
Land 1,500 Miles Southwest of Cape 
Verdo—English Solentists) Much Exolted 
Over It, 


Did Columbus really discover America? 
For acontury his claim to this honor 
has stood secure and un{mpeached. Bub 
quite recently an English Royal Geogra- 
pher unearthed an old map in the Am- 
brosian Library at Milan, drawn by one 
Andrea "Blanco, of Venice, in tho year 
1448. Blanco is known as probably the 
most famous cartographer of his time, 
and the map is pronounced the clearest 
and most acouratuly drawn of that cen- 
tury, 50 far as the European and African 
coasts are concerned. Carefully and dis- 
tinotly presented on its outer edge ie a 
bit of South American coast line, indicat- 
ing that sore navigator must haye cross 
ed the Atlantic forty-flve years before 

Colunibus fist sailed from Palos. 

In England the discovery of this map 

bas created excitement among scientific 
men. A paper setting forth arguments in 
support of a claim of a pre-Columbian 
discovery of the New World, read before 
the Roya! Geographicul Society recently by 
H. ¥nle Oldam, M. A., an ominent 
geographér, has beon assailed by some 
apd complimented by others, but is 
everywhere arousing Interest. It asserts 
that in 1446 some Portuguese ship, sail- 
ing for the recently discovered rich 
regions of Senegambla, must have been 
driven out of its course to the coast of 
Brazil, a distance from: Senegambia of 
little more than 1,500 miles, the narrowest 
portion of the Atlantic Ocean There is 
po other way, according to Mr, Oldham, 
to account for the record of the now land 
onthe map. The land is indicated only 
by atiny bit of black, but an explana- 
tory note wirtten, it is declared by Blanco 
reads: ‘‘Ixola otinticha xe longa a 
ponente 1,500 mia,’’ meaning, ‘‘Authen- 
tio island, distant 1,500 miles to the 
West.'’ ‘ 

The most essential and remarkable fea- 
turefof Bianco's map.is the complete ob- 
Uteration of the Mediterranean. The 
reason this great sea fs not indicated is 
that the map was intended simply as a 
nayigators’ chart. It shows with accur- 
acy the entire coast line of Europe and 


to Cape Verde. Another 
presents the same accuracy with regard 
tothe European const line, but lacks 
definite information in regard to Africa. 
The map of 1448 is the earliest in exist- 
ence giving definite Information in regard 
to Africa, On it are the results of all 
Portuguese discoveries in the region of 
Gambia. The rediscovered Azores are 
shown for the first time in thetr proper 
place, and the fabled island of Antilla, 
marked on previous maps, is left out, 
as other Portuguese had proved that it 
did not exist. Tho Canary Islands are 
_ also shown, and Cape Boyado, now nam- 

ed Bojador, Cape Blanco’ and Cape 
Verde. 

Besides this, are roughly indicated in 
the position that the Cape Verde Islands 
actually occupy, 
drawn islands pith 
“Dosermanes’’ (two brothers). At this 
period the Cape Verde Islands had not 
been disocvered, and it was only rumored 
thatrhere were two islands to the west- 
ward iin about the locality shown. Psob- 
ably these two islands had been seen from 
the masthead of some Portuguese ship, 
andétis an interesting commentary on 
the accuracy of Blanco'’s 1448 map that

If it is asked how it was that Columbus, 
who assiduously collectod information 
in regard to western lands, did not know 


this, the stange answor is that he probab- 
ly did. Herrera makes an interesting 
statement as to the peculiar course adopt- 
ed by Columbus in his third voyage in 
1498, when he sailed to the Cape Verde 
Islands and still further south before he 
turned his vessels westward. ‘‘He ro- 
solved,’’ said Herrora, ‘‘to sail to south- 
ward to find out whether King John of 
Portugal had been mistaken in his 
affirmation that there was a continent to 
the southward."’

Toronto, July 16 --Last week was pub- 
lished « lengthy article detailing the arrival 
here of Frank Geyer, a detective connected 
with the Philadelphia police forces. in search 
of a clue as to the whereabouts of two child- 
ren named Etta Annie Pitezel, aged 13, and 
Nellie Pitezel, aged 11, the daughtera of 
Benjamin Picezel of Poiladelphia, Deteo 
tive Geyer, who had just arrived from 
Detroit was sanguine that the two children 
had been brutally murdered and their bodies 
concealed in this vity by a» man named 
H, H. Holmes, who is awaiting trial in 
Philadelphia on the self-confessed crime of 
defrauding the Fidelity Mutual Insurance 
Company of the Quaker City out of $10,000 
by substituting the body of a medical college 
“aubjoct” for that of Benjamin F. Pitezel, 
the father of the two children, who were be- 
lieved to have been doue to death in Toron- 
to. The papers published the pictures of 
the two children and full details of the mul- 
tifarious crimes alleged to have been com- 
mitted by Holmes. who for ten years past 
has been carping a livelihood by swindling 
ineurapce companies, 

Aw the result of the publicstion of there 
facty in the press, the bodies of the two 
children were yesterday discovered buried 
in the cellar of a house at 16 St, Viocent

from the Albion Hotel. Oo Tuesday and 
Woednerday he alo spent there, and while 
bis attention was turned to completing the 
details of his scheme the two young girls 
played round, and filled with childish 
luvghter the house 80 soon to become the 
scene of tragio end aud ghastly burial, The 
bedstead and mattress camo and were left 
for » day or two on the vcrandah to convey 
to the neighbors the impression that some 
one was moving in, None dreamed of the 
hidden plans, and to the children they had a 
wider und happier meaning.

The discovery of the bodies confirms the be- 
lief ontertdined by the Philadelphia authori- 
ties, that Holmes not only murdered the two 
obildren, but also cremated in a house in 
Detroit the body of their brother, Howard 
Pitezel, aged 9, and also kilied Benjamin F, 
Pitezel, the father of the three children, and 
Annie and Minnie Williams, two women 
with whom he lived in Chicago. Mr. T.W. 
Ryves, who resides at No, 18 St. Vincent 
street, saw the pictures of the two young 
girlaand of Holmés in the World, and, as 
@ result on Saturday morning communicated 
with the detective department, 

He atated that a man with two children. 
avewering the description of Holmes and of 
the Pitezel children, resided for a week last 
October ut No. 16 St, Vincent street, the 
house immediately sdjoinivg his premises. 

Acting upon the information communicat- 
od by Mr. Ryves, Detectives Geyer and 
Cuddy yesterday morning paid a vivit to che 
house, which is at present occupied by Mr, 
J, Armbrust, aud is owoed by Mrs, Nudel, 
wife of Mr. Frank M. Nudel, senior clerk of 
the education department, Normal School, 

The house is quaint littie two story 
cottage, of an old and simple style of archi- 
teoture. 

Under the kitchen is an excavation which 

serves for a cellar, about ten feet square and 
not mors than five feet indepth, A set of 
ateps, almost perpendicular, lead to it from 
an old fashioned trap-door in the middle of 
the kitchen floor, 
The detectives did not expect to find any- 
thing. They bad already dug up two or 
three cellars in Bloor and other strevta in 
search of the bodies, and thought that this 
would likewise bea wild goosechase. They 
decided, however, to proceed with the io- 
vestigation. They observed a spot where 
the sandy floor looked as if it had beon dis- 
turbed, and set to work with a shovel io the 
southweat end of the cellar, 

Ina moment more that something was 
laid bare, A dead white human hand 
and wriet—white, wan and bloodless, more 
like the model of a hand exquisitely mould- 
ed in pure wax thao a real hand—suddenly 
showed itself three feet below the surface 
among the eaud. 

The inapector instructed thein to secure 
wn undertaker and B, D. Humphrey of 
Yonge street was called, In the presenve of 
the detectives he continued the work of un- 
earthing the bodies of the two children. The 
search of Geyer was over, The cellar had 
given upits dead. The attitude was that 
of repose rather than that of death. The 
features—thut is, such of them as were 
visible—were calm aud the soil had pro- 
bably aevisted tow certain extent in arrest- 
jog the course of devay, although both 
bodies were bacly putritied. 

Thera could beno doubt from the cireum- 
stances that the grave was dug by marder- 
ous hands red from the recent deed, __ 

How the children were killed will p ob- 
ably be developed as the result of the post- 
mortem which has Leen ordered by Coroner 
A. J. Johneon, 

The hole in which the bodies were dis- 
covered was about four feet equere and 
three anda helf feet deep, allowiuga little 
over one-half a foot fur the space they 
occupied. The younger, child, Nellie, lay 
ina crippled position with its head tothe 
northweat and its little lege pointing almost 
north, while tke elder chiid had evidently 
been curvlessly thrown in on top of the 
other, snd its Lead pvinting to the south.

for her, It fell into the hands of the 
detectives of the city of Philadelphia, who 
discovered that one of the bands had been 
raised and a hole bored beneath it, Upon 
this discovery Detective Geyer based his 
theory that a house had been rented in this 
city, the children induced to get iuto the 
trunk, when they were asphyxiated. The 
fact that there is no gas in the Nudel 
cottage rendera this iheory untenable, 
Unless they were put into the truok and 
chloroformed to death, the only rational 
theory sppeara to be that they were 
smothered with the mattrass and pillow 
afterthe manner of the celebrated Burko 
and Hare murder, 

To render identification almost impossible 
should the bodies he discovered, the fiend 
stripped the bodies of every vestige of cloth- 
ing before he rolled them into the hole 
which was to be their temporary grave, 
The clothing was then burned, but the bed 
and matress were left intact. When Mrs. 
Armbrust was cleaning up the house before 
moving in, in April, she found remnants of 
the clothing of the children in the fireplace, 
under the sink in the kitchen and in the 
wood box. Mrs. Armbrust paid little atten- 
tion tothe half burnt shreds and threw 
them into the Jane. One thing she does 
remember, and it beara out the statement of 
Mr, Ryves, that the children were dressed 
in dark clothes, and that is, that the mater- 
ial was dark,

La Spezia, Italy, July 21=A terrible 
accident, reaulting in the lose of 148 liver, 
occurred near the mouth of the Gulf of 
Spezia July 21. At half-past 1 o'clock last 
Sunday morniog the steamers Ortigia and 
Maria P. ran into each other, and the latter Ae 
veesel wae so badly damaged that she sank 
in a very short time, The Maria P. had on 
board, in addition to her crew, 178 passen- 
gers bound from Naples for the River Plate, — 
by far the larger part of whom wereemi- 
grants, 

The night was pitch dark when the 
collision occurred, and the eceneon bosrd — 
the rinking steamer almoet defies description — 
Moat of the peasengers were aeleepinthcir 
bunke at the time, and were awakened b 
the crashing of the steamer’s plates, dec! 
beams and planks, 

From reports of the disaster received 
here, it is imposeible to determine whether — 
apy at'cmpt was n.ade by the Maria P. to 
o’esr away and launch her emall boate, bur, 
judging from the accounts given by the 
excited paseengers, it is surmised that the 
steamer went down too quickly to allow this 
being done, though one boat got awav. The 
blackness of the night added to the terror 
of those on board, and it is understood that 
some of the passengers, crazed with fear, 
jumped overboard, 

The Ortigia on her previous voyage 
collided in the eame spot with a French 
steamer, and this fact adds strength to the 
belief that she was porpene iby for the 
morning disaster. dmiral Morin, 
Minister of Marine, has ordered an inquiry 
tu be made into the affair to place the

the dental surgeon is ‘‘implantation,”’ Le., 
the setting of new teeth into the jaw. For 
this purpose real teeth are employed, and 
not artificial ones. Cocaine having been 
first applied for producing Jocal anaesthae- 
ska, a hole is drilled into the jawbone,and 
into this socket a good tooth newly drawn 
from somebody's jaw is set. If the pa- 
tient is young and vigorous the aseous 
structure soon closes around it, and by 
the time the gum Is healed, the tooth is 
ready for use. It should Jast from three 
to ten years. In the case of an elderly or 
feeble person, it may be fastened in place 
by silver wires passing around the jaw- 
bone, The root of a freshly extracted 
tooth is covered with a delicate membrane 
called the “‘pericementum,” tho yitality 
ofgwhich materlally assists the wished-for 
combining of the tissues, Unless the 
grinder js directly transferred, the vitality 
of this membrane must be artificially pre 
seryed. One way of doing itis to graft 
the tooth temporarily {nto the comb of a 
cock, that part of the fowl belng well fed 
with blood, as may boa soon from its red- 
ness. When wanted for use, 1t is cut out, 
Ordinarily the patient ts obliged to walt 
for awhile until the dentist has a suitable 
.ooth freshly extracted, unless he chooses 
to hire somebody to sacrifices one.

GIVES THE GERMAN NAVY TH 
KEY TO THE BALTIC SEA. 


26, 1895: 


ne the Canal Big Enough to 
modate Groat Flocts of Trading 


Whilo tho genoral public seo in the open- 
ing of the Baltic and North Sea Canal the 
completion of one of tho greatest engineer. 
ing feats of the century, France, Russia, 
England and Denmark and Sweden now 
realize that Germany by building this new 
waterway hus fortified herself so completely 
as to be almost impregnable. 

This seemingly commercial enterprise is 
paramount importance to Russia, 
that two years ago, by means of a balloon, 
hor officers were enabled to obtain a bird's 
eyo view of this great engineering work 
and also of ite strategical possibilities to 
Germany's navy. The 
gained ts most religiously guarded in her 
War Department, 

France, equally anxious to discover what 
her great rival was doing, sent two or three 
yachts to Kiel during the summer of 1893

This canal wil give the key of the Baltic 
to Germany, and will bestow on her some- 
thing of the same position which would 
belong to Egypt as regards the Suez Canal, 
were Egypt a power of the first rank. 
The canal will almost double the efficiency 
and fighting power of the German fleet. 
While Russian ironclads in time of war will 
be labouring through the dangerous watere 
along the narrowsuund between Denmark 
and the Swedish const, those of Germany 
will pass quietly from une sea to the other 
over this new magnificent waterway. 

Perhaps if Hamburg had had her way 
thia Baltic and North Sea Canal would 
never haye been built, for it certainly 
threatens her paramount position as the 
great entrepot of German, foreign and colon- 
jal trade. But it was not commercial 
consideratione which determined the build- 
ingof the work, Tor the primary impulse 
we must go back to what Moltke suid some 
years ago, “thatin the event of a naval 
war Germany would have to begin by 
securing herself against the encroachments 
of her neighbors.” 
~ The canal has many points of technicel 
interest about it, but chiefest of them all 
are the locks, two in number and 


GIGANTIC IN SIZE, 


which stand like sentinels at either end— 
one keeping guard over the Baltic, _ the 
other qver the North Sea. ' 

Of the two the Brunsbuttel lock, near 
the mouth of the river Elbe, which 
empties into the North Sea, is slightly 
the larger. It is of more importance than 
the lock at Holtenau, near Kiel, on the 
Baltic, for the reason tht it will, be called 
constantly into use. Flood tide and ebb 
on the Baltic seldom present any marked 
difference, Such difference, when it does 
occur, happens only about twenty-five or 
thirty times a year, so that the lock at 
Holtenau will be open practically all of the 
year. A very ditferent condition of affairs 
prevails where the canal touches the Elbe. 
The difference in tide here makes the depth 
of water vary from ten to nearly thirty 
feet. 

The foundations of the lock at Bruns- 
buttel are unique because of their size. 
The walls are built of brick and square 
blocks of stone, and altogether there are 
over 100,000 square yards of masonry. It 
consista of two chambers, parallel and 
adjoining, each having an available length 
of 492 feet and a width of §0 feet each. 
Only one other lovk ia the world surpasses 


the mouth of the Weser, but which is not a 
part of the system.of any great canal, 

The Hrunsbuttel lock is provided with 
three sets of gates, and the regulations 
concerning their use are that they are to be 
closed every four hours. 


HYDRAULIC POWER 


operates their mechanism, there being in 
the centre of the basin light, inswinging 
gates to relieve the main gates of a portion 
of the pressure. Pontoons are to be used 
for making the basins water-tight when 
repairs are needed, 

On the canal, just beyond each lock, 
inner harbors have been constructed, great 
scooped out and masoned basins, which will 
accommodate a large number of vessels, 
The surface width of the canal is 217 feet 
and the depth of the side is 19 feet which 
is quite ample, when it is considered that 
few ofthe Baltic trading vessels draw more 
than 18 feet. Inthecenire the depth is 30 
feet, and so admirably have the sides been 
constructed that the speediest ircn-clad in 
the world could steam through it at ite 
highest rate of speed without doing any 
damage. The canal’s total length is 63 
miles, and the average time set for passing 
through it, is thirteen hours, thisincluding 
the delays in the locks. Be reombeniee little 
harbors have been conatructed along ita 
course which will accommodatejthe largest 
ships afloat, 

the canal’s course is from Brunabuttel 
on the Elbe, opposite Cuxhaven, to # point 
on the Baltic three and a half miles north 
of Kiel, running in a slightly northern 
lirection for about half the distance ond 

hen turning enat, The two enda are 
jractically in the same latitude, and ina 
traight line are about fifty miles apart, At 
Srunaputtel, at the termination of the 
anal, thore iva largeand serviceable harbor, 
328 feot wide and 1,512 feot long. Hero 
the Plbe tides run high and atrong, but

Tron River, Wis, July 15.—A letter 
from Fort Francis, Man., telling of the 
reuniting of Mr. and Mra, James Trevlin, 
formerly of Iron River, Wia., furnishes the 
concluding chapter of an odd story, which 
began last fall, just before the Hinckley 
forest fire, in which so many people lost 
their lives. : ? 


Until last September Mr. and Mrs, 
James Trevelin, were residents of Iron 
River withtheir thrze children, the young- 
esta baby, Just betore the big forest 


fires Mrs, Trevlin started with the baby 
to visit friends at Hinckley, where were 
living some people from her old home in}. 
London, where she was married. When 

‘Hinckley was wiped out nothing was heard 

from-the lady, and Mr, Trevlin took his 

two remaining children and went there, 

hoping to find some’ trace of her. in the}’ 
search that followed the bodies of the 
people Mrs, Trevlin had gone to visit were’ 
found, and near them were the bodies of a 
woman und a child, which Mr, Treylin 
identified as the bodies of bis lcved ones. 
The bodies had lain in the hot sun for two 
days, and it was necessary to bury them 
on the spot, as was done in the ‘case of 
several hundred others. bu 1) 

Returning with his two children to Iron 
city, Mr. Trevlin sold out his bneiness, 
disposed ot his household goods, and re- 
moved to Fort Francis, where his brother 
lives, and where he engaged in the mining 
business; After the period of mourning 
for his lost wife and little one he married 
Miss Annie Varley, the daughter of a 
neighbor, who had been taking care of his 
little one, and who was one of the pret- 
tiest girls in the town. She was very 
much in love with him, and for the brief 
period of their honeymoon there ‘as nota 
hitch of any kind. 5 

A few days ago the people of Iron River 
were startled by the appearance of the 
original Mrs, Treylin,in the flesh and look- 
ing well, but worried, accompanied by her 
child, She at once made inquiries for her 
husband, and expressed the greatest disap- 
pointment when told that her husband had 
removed toFort Francis, In answer to the 
questions put to her she said that she had 
never gone to Hinckley, as her husband 
supposed, but hud gone to St. Paul after 
leaving thia town, and after a brief visit 
there had yone to her old home in London, 
where she had visited with her parents and 
her old friends. She had done this’she suid 
to spite her husband, who had BEEAen her 
going on a visit, and asshe had plenty of 
money of her own in her pocket when she 
left she thought sho might as well keep 
right ongoing. Mra, T'revlin had not writ- 
ten to her friends here because she was 
afraid that if she did some one would tell 
Mr. Trevlin where she was. She only 
remained at Iron River for a day,and then 
went onto Fort Francia to look tor her 
husband, A letter received by Capt. J, Ey 
Sanders, o friend of the family, contains 
the sequel of her search. 

On reaching Fort Prancis she found her 
husband living with hia new wife and the

FLOWS IN TWO DIRECTIONS, 


A Stream that Divides Its Waters Between 
the Atlantic and Pacific. 

The Yellowstone Park abounds with 
wonders, but one of which little has been 
published is a section of the park which 
has recently become the study of scien- 
tists; it is Two-Ocoan Pass. Hero is a 
stream of water which flows in two diree- 
tions. This spot is the subject of an in- 
teresting article in the Popu'jr Science 
Monthly, by Barton W. Evermann, of tho 
United States Fish Commission. He 
says: 

Many years ago the famous old guido, 
Jim Bridger, told his incredulous friends 
that he had found, on tho divide west of 
the Upper Yellowstone, a creek which 
flowed in both directions—one end flowing 
cast into tho Yellowstone, the Other’ 
west into Snake River. But, as he also 
told about many other strange and to them 
impossible things which he had seen— 
among which were a glass mountain and 
a tiver which ran down hill so fast that 
the water was made boiling hot—they 
were not disposed to acknowledge the ox- 
istence of his ‘‘T'wo-Ocean Creek,’’ Sub- 
sequent events yindicated Bridger. 

Atlantic Creek was found to haye two 
forks ente1ing the pass, At tho north 
end of a low square meadow isa small 
wooded canyon, down which flows the 
North Fork. Thisstream hugs the border 
of tho flat very closely. The South Fork 
comes down tho canyon on the south 
side, skirting the brow of the hill a little 
loss closely than does the North Fork. 
The two, coming together near the mid- 
dle of the castern border of the meadow, 
form Atlantic Creck, which, after a 
course of a fow miles, flows into the 
Upper Yellowstone. But tho remarkable 
phenomena exhibited hore remain to be 
described. 

Each fork of Atlantic Creek, just after 
entering the moadow, divides as if to 
flow around an island, but the stroam to- 
ward the meadow, instead of returning to 
the portion from which it has parted con- 
tinues its westerly course across the 
meadow. Just before reaching the west- 
ern border tho two streams unite, and 
thon pour their combined waters into. 
Paclflo Creck; thus are Atlantic and Paci- 
flo Crocks united, and a continuous water 
way from tho mouth of the Columbia, 
via Two-Ocean Pass, to the Gulf of Mox- 
ico is ostablished. Two-Ocean Crook is 
not a myth, but a verity, and Jim Bridg- 
or Is vindicated, Wo stood upon the bank 
of olther fork of Atlantic Crock, just abovo 
tho place of the ‘‘parting of tho wators,’’ 
and watched the stream pursuo its rapid 
but dangerous and uncertain course 
along the very crest of tho Great Contin- 
ental Divide, A crook flowing along tho 
ridgepolo of a continont is unusual and 
strango, and woll worth watching and ox- 
porlmonting with. So wo waded to tho 
middlo of tho North Fork, and, lying 
down upon tho rocks in its bed, wo drank 
the pure loy water that was hurrying to 
the Pacific, and, without rising, but by 
simply bonding a little to tho left, wo took 
4 draught from that portion of tho stream 
which was just deciding to go cast, via 
tho Missourl-Mississippl! route, to tho 
Gulf of Mexico. And thon wo tossed 
chips, two at a timo, into tho stream, 
Though they would strike thod wator 
within an inch or so of cach othor, not 
infrequently one would bo carriod by tho 
curront to the loft, keoping in Atlantic 
Crook, whilo tho other might bo carried 
f little to the right and ontor the branch

THE LIFE AND WORK OF THE 
GREAT FRENCH AUTHOR. 


Ho is Notthe Large Man We Have Boon 
Taught to Expect to Sco—Ho Has Had a 
Hard Fight With the World—Lives Like 
a Prince Now, 


Zola, ‘‘the man of tho fron pon,"’ ‘the 
pitiloss,’’ ‘tho mastor,"’ “the teachor,"’ 
“the animal,’’ ‘‘tho only one who seos 
lifo as life is,"’ “the mountebank,"’ ‘the 
sublimo'’—is not the largo man whom 
we have been taught to expect to seo, 
His head only is big. Ho is barely of 
modium height, and a heayy stoop—liko 
that of a man who has been bont by o 
great weight of heavy work—lowers his 
shoulders and makes him appear eyon 
shorter than ho really is. 

His face—with its pallid yellow, in 
front of which the still very dark beard 
stands forth with almost startling em- 
phasis; with its painfully deep and clesr- 
ly defined furrows running across the 
brow and down at the side of the round, 
blunt nose; with its deep eyes, sunk in 
hollows, like those of a man who docs 
not sleep well, and obscured by prodigious 

eyeglasses; with its nervously twitching 
and {mpationt lips—is the’ face of a man 
who worries about his work and worries 
about the world which that work deals 
with and concerns, His hands and feot 
aro the small hands and feet of a delicate 
dilettante. His nock is the big neck of 
the hard worker. His frame, covered by 
clothes which fit better than those the 
ordinary Frenchman wears, seems to in- 
dicate strength which has been overtaxed 
—but still real and vory great strength, 

A hasty glance makes Zola look more 
like a man who could run a great bank 
successfully than like a man who could 
teach groat lessons in a novel. But tho 
second glance reveals the novelist, after It 
has revealed the more evident student 
and scholar. Also if he looks like a bank- 
er ho looks, too, like a banker whose bank 
has failed, and in failing brought dis- 
tress to the innocent through no fault of 
his own. His is not tho face of a misan- 
thrope, but it is the face ofa man who 
sorrows. Perhaps this is tho result ofa 
life in which there has been little 
pleasure. Perhaps it is a facial deception 
—an expression as misleading as that of 
the thief who looks like a clergyman. At 
any rate it is impossible, while you are 
in his presence, to imagine Zola really 
happy. But I must emphasize the fact 
that the lines in his face are those of the 
man who is sad, not of the cynic or pes- 
simist. 

Up to the time when he began the 
Rougon-Macquart series his life had been 
ahorrible one. His father was an Ital- 
fan, his mother a Frenchwoman. Zola 
pere was interested in a canal. It is to 
this day called the Zola canal in Por- 
yence, where the family lived at that 
time. It was during one of their flying 
trips to Paris on business connected with 
it_that the novelist was born The 
father died, leaving his family with only 
a big law suitora legacy. They removed 
to Paris permanently in order to be bet-

ter able to fight the lawsult ont They 
lost. At twenty the young man who ig 
now the great writer was thrown absolu- 
tely on his own resources, and his re- 
sources were meagre indeed. He had been 
aspoiled child. Whatever his poyerty- 
oppressed mother could humor him ir 
she had humored him in. No youth was 
ever less fitted to battle with the world 

He made a hard fight of it. 

“Often,’’ he said to me, “I went 
hungry for so long that it scemed as if I 
must die. I put forth superhuman 
efforts to secure meals of bread and 
cheese. I scarcely tasted meat from one 
month’send to another’s, Ilived twe 
days on three apples.’’ 

Zela lives like a prince now. His 
mansion on the Rue de Bruxelle is of im- 
posing size and magnificent furnishings. 
Where Sarah Bernhardt has lined her 
lower entrance way with silks and 
grotesqnes in copper, ho has beautified 
his with wonderful marbles which he col- 
lected during his recent visit to Rome. 
Even the office of tho concierge is fitted 
up with fine old prints and copies of rare 
journals. His dining-room, his billiard- 
room, hig drawing-room and his study are 
marvels. The last, js, of course, ths most 
interesting af all the rooms, for it ts 
there that he does the work for which 
the world waits with an anxiety which 
it vouchsafes, perhaps, to the writings of 
no other living author. 

The day on which one of Zola'’s books 
is published in Paris is a gala time for 
the keepers of the little kiosks which take 

the place of the American newpaper 
stands over hero. ‘The first day's sale is 
¢lways enormous. The announcement 
thata book by Zola ts to be placed on 
salo at noon, is chough to cause a crowd 
to gather about the places where it is to 
be obtained Lours before the time of its 
appearanes there, like the crowd which 
forms in line befare the Moopolitan 
Opera House box office when a favorite ig 
to be sung.

RESULTS OF TESTS MADE BY THE 
U. S. HYOROGRAPHIC OFFICE. 


Bottles That Wave Floated Over Twenty 
Miles a Day—Tho Waters of the Atlan- 


tie Circle Around a Point Near tho 


Azores, 


Forty-four bottles which have been 
adrift at soa for periods ranging from fivo 
days to cight years—thrown overboard 
from vessels for tho United States Govern- 
mont to test the ocean currente—haye 
been recovered during the past six 
months and their wanderings are illus- 
trated in the Juno Hydrographic chart. 

One of these bottles drifted around the 
Atlantic ina semicircle of 5,700 miles, 
being oat sea for 25 days. It was 
thrown overboard from the yacht L’Hir- 
ondelle July 28, 1887, and recovered Oct.

After bobbing about for nearly a 
thousand miles it passed Iceland, entered 
the Greenland Sea, then made a sermicir- 
ole and went ashore on the northeast Aro- 
tic coast of Norway. 

A long voyage made in good time was

lishwoman Sold by Pirates, 


Capt. G.Erichson, of New York, was in 
Philadelphia recently, says the Times. 
He had just completed his fourth tour of 
the globe, having left Shields, England, 
for Hong Kong, thence to Sydney, Aus- 
tralia, and home yia Cape Horn w New 
York, While on the steamer Carmelita, 
bound from Amoy to Hong Kong, Capt. 
Erichson was chased by pirates, but suc- 
coeded in getting clear by dint of hard 
steaming. 

The English bark. Eliza, Capt. Ral- 
ford, from London, which followed soon 
after, was not so fortunate. She was be- 
calued, Capt. Erichson said yesterday, 
and was boarded by about 200 pirates, 
headed by a Mexican named Alyarez. The 
crew of the Eliza, after a stubborn resist- 
ance, were disarmed and confined in the 
chain locker, with the exception of the 
captain, carpenter and an apprentice lad. 
Alvarez shot the captain three times, first 
in the head, but the bullet glanced round 
the skull, then in the arm and side. 
The carpenter and apprentice took refuge 
in the foretop. The’ pirates left the cap- 
tain for dead, looted the cabin, and, after 
making a hole in the bottom of the ves- 
sel, departed, taking Mrs Ralford with 
them. Meanwhile the carpenter and boy 
came down the rigging and, releasing the 
rest of the crew, managed to get a boat 
out before the ship sank. 

The captain was only stunned, and was 
‘taken into the boat. After experiencing 
some suffering for want of* food and 
water they were picked up by the steamer 
Venitzia and taken to Hong Kong. As 
soon as Capt. Ralford recovered from his 
wounds he disguised himself as a China- 
man, and, as he spoke the language 
fluently, this was not difficult. His ob- 
ject was to find his wife. For three weeks 
he traveled about, and at last found that 
she had been sold as a slave by the Mexi- 
can toa rich mandarin. With the aid of 
two English detectives he bought her 
back for $200. Alyarez was afterward ar- 
rested by the British at Hong Kong and 
tried and condemned as a pirate. Out of 
consideration for the fact that he had 
been an officer in the army, he was shot 
instead of being hanged. Mrs. Ralford 
was s0 embittered against Alvarez that 
she shot him three times while on his 
way to the place of execution and thus 
saved the marines some powder and ball. 
Alvarez is believed to hayo led the at- 
tack onthe British steamship Victoria 
about three years ago. 

Canrobert’s Way to Stop a Panic, 

A play was once being enacted in o 
temporary theatre, constructed of wood 
in the camp at Chalons. The house was 
crammed to suffocation when tho cry of 
firo made itself heard. Instantly every 
one rose and a stampede more dangerous 
than fire would haye commenced when 
Gen, Canrobert, who was in one of the 
boxes with his wife, cried out, in a ring- 
ing voice, ‘‘Let every one stay in his 
Wace!’ The soldiers immediately be- 
came motionless, and the Marshal resum- 
ed, ‘‘ Let every one go out quictly in order, 
the younger soldiers first, then the older, 
after them tho non-commissioned officers, 
then the officers, the highest in rank to 
go last.’ In a few minutes (though it 
was no false alarm of fire) the theatre was 
empty, without a single man’s toe having 
been trodden on. The Marshal and his 
wife went out the last of all. 

A Keul Waterloo Veteran, 

Victor Baillot is stated to be the champ- 
jon survivor of Waterloo. ‘This old sol- 
dier, who is still in robust health, was 
born at Percey, in the Department of the 
Yonne, in April, 1793 He was enrolled 
in the Grande Armee, and went through 
the Prussian campaign under Marshal 
Dayoust, Duc d’Auerstadt. At Waterloo 
Balllot recelved a deep sabre cut in the 
head, was taken prisoner, and sent to 
Plymouth. On returning to France in 
1816 he was finally discharged from the 
army, the doctors haying declared that 
he was consumptive ‘‘in the second de- 
gree.’’ In spite of this unsatisfactory 
opinion on his health, ho is now enter- 
ing on his 108rd year, and shows no s 
of approaching dissolution. On the con- 
trary, the military Methusaleoh is not 
only strong in limb, but possesses all lis 
faculties unimpaired, fulfils his duth 
an elector with regularity, and 
vivid recollection of his old campalgning 
days 
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Friends ond foos alike admit, at 
any rate, that no man of the age has had 
a greater influence on literature than he 
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imiles in 420 days to the northwest coast 
of Norway. 

The record-breaking bottle {n regard to 
fast drifting is held by one which journey- 
ed fifty miles ina day. During five days 
off Newfoundland it got over 250 miles. 
Another quick trip was that of one from 
the west end of Cuba, which was swept 
along the coast of Central America and 
Mexico and to near New Orleans at the 
rate of over fifteen miles a day, making 
1,800 miles in eighty-three days. 

Two of the indicators thrown overboard 
several hundred miles off the Nova Scotia 
coast followed the transatlantic steam- 
ship route and went direct to England. 

An erratic course, but following the 
currents, was that of a bottle started from 
among the Cape Verde Islands, off the 
westernmost extremity of Africa. It

Another bottle traveled fifty miles in 
towards the mouth of the Delaware in 
thirty-two days and another journeyed 
seventy miles from sea to the mouth of 
the Chesapeake in nineteen days. 

In calculating the daily drift the Hy- 
drographic Office makes no allowance for 
the time during which a bottle lay un- 
discoverd upon the beach. Three indica- 
tors agreé in giving a mean speed of nine 
miles per day for the equatorial current 
and three in giving a mean velocity of 
seven miles per day for the mid-Atlantlo 
Gulf Stream in its course towards Ku- 
ropa oth of theso values are, however, 
probably below the actual daily drift. 

Four bottles seem to disprove the cxist- 
enco of the well-known Rennell current, 
which has been supposed to set north angl 
northwest athwart the mouth of the Eng- 
Mish and St. Gecrge Channels, The direc- 
tion followed by three bottles disproves 
the existence of the current, while the 
course followed by one would favor it, 
but its course, it is thought, was due to 
southerly gales. 

Other observers, nota®ly the Prince of 
Monaco, with his yacht, made a special 
study of the supposed current, and could 
not find conclusive oyidence of its exist- 
ence, 

Tho Hydrographic chart shows the 
routes of all the forty-four bottles, a star 
marking the spot at which the bottle was 
thrown overboard, a circle the point at 
which it was recovered, the line joining 
them being drawn ina majority of caes 
4s nearly straight as intervening bodics 
of land would permit, and the remainder 
conforming to some extent with well 
established current observations. 

This chart indicates a circular moyve- 
ment of the waters of the Atlantic around 
& point lying to the southwest of the 
Azores. Starting from a point to the 
southward of the Grand Banks of New- 
foundland, the outer edge of this vast 
circular system of waters mounts towards 
the northeast as far as the fifty-first paral- 
lel of latitude, there becoming easterly. 
Northwest of the Azores, as shown by 
four bottles, a portion of the current 
again takes # northeasterly direction tu 
Scotland and Norway. 

Tho main body of the drift crossing the 
meridian twenty degrees and forty and 
fifty north latitude, turns to the south- 
ward and parallels the shores of Europo 
aud Africa to the Canaries. 

Leaving the African const, the external 
edge, it has now been shown, takes a 
southwesterly direction, unites with the 
northern portion of the equatorial current. 
and, entering the Gulf of Mexico through 
the Yucatan passage, emerges as the Gulf 
Stream through the Strait of Florida,

Romarkuble Traust 
nibalism to Civilization, 

The sudden and remarkable transform- 
ation in national life and manners which 
lias caused Japan to cast aside its tradi- 
tional inertness and conventionalism, and 
assumo a high place among the leading 
powers of the Kast, has poen paralleled, 
ina minor degree, in Fiji, where the 
cannibalistic propensitics of a past gener 
ation haye become repkiced by tastes and 
habits more in harmony with the prin- 
ciples of modern civilization, although 
traces of the old savage times yet linger 
in the more secluded portions of the Fi- 
jian archipelago; for Fiji is not a single 
island, but a group of about 150, of which 
about eighty are inhabited, many of the 
others boing mere rocks, Suva, the seat 
of Government, is on Nu Viti Levu 
(Great Fiji), the largest of the islands, 
embracing an area of about cighty-seven 
miles in length by fifty-four in breadth. 
Lovuka, the former capital, is on Ovalau, 
one of the smaller islands, being only 
eight miles In length by seven in width. 
On these two islands the white popula- 
tion is concentrated’ and the progress of 
the industrial arts most apparent. 

The material progress of Fiji dates 
froin the time that it bocame a colony 
under the British flag, in September, 
1874, little more than twenty years ago, 
One of those largely instrumental in 
effecting this change, which transferred 
the supreme power from an ex-cannibal 
monarch to a British official representing 
her Majesty's Government, was Mr. 
(afterwards Sir) John Bates Thurston, at 
present Governor of Fiji and High Com- 
missioner for the Western Pacific. Mr,

When they are delivered to private per- 
sons, the latter unconsciously violate one 
of the provisions of their fire policies in 
storing powder on their premises. 

No one minds that, however, for a fire 
policy must needs tuke a back seat in 
favor of the celebration of the day,

In Sydney, young 
Thurston heard a great(deal concerning the 
romantic and then little-known Pacific 
islands, the scanes of some of Louis 

»Becke's most fascinating narratives, and 
‘the future destinies of which were so 
largely affected by Mr. Thurston’s action 
and policy. 

‘In 1863 Mr Thurston arranged an ex- 
ploring expedition to several groups of 
islands, but in 1864 his vessel was wreck- 
ed during s hurricane off the coast of Ro- 
tuma, now a British crown colony, and 
the whole of his botanical collections, 
photographs, journals, etc, lost. After a 
delay of several months, no vessel being 
procurable, Mr. Thurston reached Fiji, 
where he was inivted by the British Con- 
sul, Capt Henry M. Jones, V.C, to join 
the consular staff, with a view to becom- 
ing acting Consul. In 1867 Lord Stanley 
appointed Mr. Thurston British Consul 
in Fiji. It was about this time that 
British settlers, attracted by the high 
prices obtained for Fijian cotton, began 
flocking into Fiji, where they endeayored 
to set up a law for themselves. For about 
four years the time of Mr. Thurston was 
fully occupied in maintaining order in a 
land where there were no laws and no 
law courts. He accompanied Cakaubau 
—the name is variously spelt—when the 
latter, then the most powerful chief in 
Fiji, with a strong force invaded Na Viti 
Leyu for the purpose of punishing the 
murderers of & missionary, the Rey. 
Thomas Baker, and his native followers. 

In 1871, during the absence of Mr. 
Thurston, who had relinquished his con- 
sular duties in order to become a cotton- 
planter, Cakaubau was induced by a 
number of white settlers to proclaim him- 
self King of Fiji, and establish a govern- 

however, instead of 
securing law and order, resulted in riot 
and confusion, during which it was 
threatened to burn Levuka, which had 
become the Fijian capital. Mr. Thurston 
lost no time in returning to Fiji, where 
he was invited to take charge of tho 
native administration, tho next greatest 
chief Lin Fiji promising to join Cekau- 
bau in supporting him, But it was 
found impossible to control the white 
population, eager to gain possession of 
the soll and reduce the natives to a stato 
of slavery; and, finally, he made such 
strong presentations tothe British Goy- 
ernment that Fijl, with the full consent 
of the leading chiefs, was made a crown 
colony. Since then, the history of Mr. 
‘Thurston (who was made a K, C. M, G, 
in 1887) has been that of Fiji. He was 
soveral times Intrusted with the Govern- 
mou of Fiji before being appointed Gov- 
ernor, which office he now holds, with 
that of High Commissioner and Consul 
Gonpral for the Western Pacific, his ap- 
polntment dating from 1887, Lady 
Thurston is the daverhter of a leading

DEATH OF A. L. MORDEN, Q. C. 


The death of A. L. Morden, Q. C., Napa- 
hee, crown attoroey for Lennox and Ad- 
aington, ocourred at Liverpool on Saturday, 
He had been in ill health, suffering from 
Dervous frostration, and thought that a trip 
to England would be beneficial.

THE APPLE CROP, 

The executive committee of the Canadian 
Fruit Buyers’ and Exporters’ association 
met Friday afternoon in Toronto J. M. 
Shuttleworth, of Brantford, occupied the 
chair, Among those present were: W.S. 
Dixor, Hamilton; David Cantelin, Clinton; 
J, G. Smith, Burlington; Samuel Nesbitt, 
Brighton and J, A. Cooper, secretary- 
treasurer, The meeting was chiefly for the 
purpose of arranglog for the annual meeting 
in September. The question of the fruit 
crop was discussed, The outlook for prices 
is not very good, and it is expected that 
most of the crop will have to be marketed in 
Canada, A letter from London was read, 
stating that the crop of apples in England is 
the beet seen in years, he ,same advices 
come from the continent of Europe and the 
United States. In Canada there will not be 
halfacrop. Only the best Canadian apples 
will anewer this year for export, The 
association is going to use every effort to 
prevent the export of low grade apples, and 
itis eaid the export of one barrel of bad 
apples spoils the price of ten good barrels 
At the same time fruit growers should be 
careful about selling and should hold on for 
better prices,

A BIG POWER SCHEME, 


WHAT THE WELLAND POWER AND 
SUPPLY CO. PROPOSE TO DO. 


Will Establish a Systom of Irrigation 


Over the Miagafhe Fruit District—The 


Company In No Hurry to Begin Opera- 
tons. 


At the last session of the Dominion Par 
liament an act was passed incorporating 
the Welland Power and Supply Company 
(Limited), the aim and intention of the 
company being to utilize the waters of 
the Ningara River for the production of 
electric ydraalic power, and to supply 
water to irrigate the peninsula fruit belt, 
or for other purposes. ‘The act of incor 
poration confers remarkable powers npon 
the company, vesting in it unrestricted 
liberty to draw unlimited water from the 
Niagara River, The company is empower 
ed to deepen or widen the Chippawa 
Creek from its mouth to the pointof in- 
tersection of the proposed canal, four and 
one half miles west, aud there is nothing 
in the charter to prevent the compuny 
from diverting the course of the Niagara 
River to Thorold, Ont. 

The incorporators of the company were 
Edward W. Sebben of Denver, Col.; 
Charles A. Hesson, St. Catharines, Ont.; 
Charles Y. McClure and Nathan A, Baker 
of Denver, Col.; Walter C, THadle, Tad- 
ley, N. M.; John S. Campbell, 5t. Catha- 
rines; Alexander McKay, Hamilton, Out., 
and Samuel R, Hesson, Stratford, Ont. 
Their proposal is fo construct a canal aud 
hydraulic raceway from the Welland 
River, which is navigable for ten miles 
from the Ningara River, toa point on the 
Niagara escarpment near the thriving 
town of Thorold, where a system of tiur- 
bine wheels and powerful dynamos will 
Db» installed for the production of electric 
power. 

To carry off the waste water a canal 
will be dug following the course of one of 
four creeks which run directly north and 


empty into Lake Ontario, one at Port 


Dalhousie, the others farther east, The 
promoters of the company, it is evident, 
seek to minimize the first cost of the 
undertaking by taking advantage of the 
natural waterways wherever practicable, 
and their claim that they will be able to 
produce their first 10,000 horsepower by an 
outlay of $300,000 appears to be demon- 
strated by facts. 
Mr. Charles A. Hesson, one of the prime 
movers in the company, is collector of in- 
land revenue at St. Catharines. Mr, Hes- 
son is impressed with the feasibility and 
practicability of the project, ‘In the first 
place,” said he to a Buffalo Express re- 
orter, “our charter is so broad that so 
ong asthe Niagara River flows, we have 
no fear of any variation in our supply of 
water, Chippawa Creck, whichs better 
known in the interior as the Welland 
River, is influenced by the Niagara River 
for 10 miles Inland. We take the water 
through a widened and deepened channel 
in the mouth of the Welland River, and 
at a distance of fouranud one half miles 
from the Niagara we propose to 
begin a surface canal 100 feet wide 
at the bottom, 150 feet wide at 
the top and fifteen feet deep, and carry it 
by one level open cut through clay to the 
escarpment near the town of Thorold, a 
distance of about six and a half miles. In 
conveying the water to the brow of the 
mountain we lose only ten feet from the 
level of Lake Erie, giving us the stupend- 
ous available fall of 820 feet above the 
level of Lake Ontario. But we do not 
propose to drop the watergin any quantity 
whatever, the full height of the escarp- 
ment. Such use ofthe water would in- 
yolye the construction of heavy and costly 
machinery, and would be largely experi- 
mental, Instead, we propose to locate our 
first turbines 150 feet below, and then 
carry the water by aserles of falls, each 
generating extra power, if need he, to an 
open canal or raceway emptying into Lake 
Ontario, six and a half miles away, 

“The Welland River,’ continued Mr, 
Hesson, *‘is 800 feet wide, varies in depth 
from twelve to eighteen feet, and is nayi- 
gable as far as Port Robinson, about ten 
miles. Gates would be built at the head 
of our canal so that we would have abso- 
lute control of the water, On the moun- 
tain top at Thorold we will build a lateral 
canal long enough to feed sixty turbine 
waterwheels, each of 5,000 house-power 
capacity.” 

“Will you install the same system as 
that which has been adopted by the Ni- 
agara Falls Power Company?’ the re- 
porter asked, 

“In all probability not, although we 
will cer ainly adopt features of that and 
any other system which experiment and 
practico have demonstrated to be tho 
best,” 

"Where do you expect to finda market 
for such an enormous quantity of power?” 

“Probably it will surprise you,” he re- 
plied, “but I have had a verbal application 
within the past few days for one batch of 
of £0,000 horse-power for railway and other 
purposes in Cannda. We have Thorold, 
St. Catharines and Welland, and the great 
possibilities which will reasonably follow 
the production of cheap power along the 
line of the Welland Canal, Our charter 
gives us the right to convey electricity 
‘through, umler, over or along tho streets, 
high ways and publte places of any muni- 
cipulity, or across or along any waters 
within the Province of Ontario,’ so that 
we are absolutely unrestricted in any re 
spect; butthe aim of the incorporators 
was, nud is, to compete fora snare of the 
Buffalo market. 

"At the estimated cost of production, 
10,000 horse-power for $300,000, wo can lay 
down poworat Fort Erie, at the very door 
of Buffalo, for not over & per horse-power 
per annum, one-quarter of tle moxt liberal 
terms you can possibly expect from the 
Niagara Falls Power Company, who must 
got sore substantial return for thelr in- 
vestmout of ten times os much money be- 
fore they produced 5,000 horse-power of 
eluctricity. As the crow flos, tho distance 


over which wo will be obliged to carry 
the product of our dytumos is close 
to twenty miles, If tho Niagara Valls 


Power Company can convey electricity to

Depew, there is nothing to hinder the 
Wolland Power Company from carrying 
it to More Erie, where the Luternational 
Bridye will be utilized to earry the cables 
across the river . 

‘'Dhis company controls the County of 
Lincoln and proposes to supplement its 
facilities for the production of electricity, 
by a system of irrigation which shall ex 
tend over the fertile fruit belt lying to the 
north of the Ningara escarpment. | +

WHENCE THE BERRIES COME. 


It is Found Wild in Varions Parts of the 
Old World, 

The genus of plants to which the straw- 
berry belongs is one of the smallest of the 
earth's flora, numberi according to 
some authovities, only thr or four, and 
at the outside only five species. In giving 
n summary of them we may take the 
European species of the genus fragaric 
first, since the culture which now co 
hundreds of acres in this continent, as 
well asin Europe, originated ther ‘Lhe 
common wild strawberry of Europe, 
whether known as the wood strawberry 
of Britain or the Alpine strawberry of the 
mainland of Europe, bears the_ specific 
name of vesea, aud is 2 plant of immense 
interest, in that ib is one of the most 
widely diffused, Iris found wild in the 
Old World, from Lapland and the Shet- 
land Islands to Madeira, Spain, Sicily and 
Armenia and 
Tt is even found in isolated 
It is indigenous in the Northern 
States and Canada, and extends down the 
Rocky Mountains along the highlands of 
Mexico to Quito in South America, It 
has become naturalized in Jamaica, in the 
Islands of Mauritiu nd Bourbon, and in 
Tasmanti and New Zealand. In addition 
to this, Burope possesses another question- 
able spécies known as elatior, which sup- 
plies the Hautboy strawberry, so plentiful 
in Bohemia. 

America is rich in having two magnifi- 
cent species very palatable in their native 
state, ‘Lhe northern half of the continent 
produces the Virginian strawberry, with 
its variety, the Illinois berry, South Ame- 
rica has, around Concepcion, Valdivia and 
Chilpe the Chile strawberry, The Hima- 
laya Mountains, China and Japan afford 
species, but itis doubtful whether they 
ure sufficiently distinct from vesca to bear 
different specific names, 

A noteworthy feature connected with 
the European wild strawberry is the fact 
that its range extends nearly round the 
North Pole, cmitting =iberia and the basin 
of the Amoor liver, Its existence, its un- 
deniable identity, in the two worlds sep- 
arated now by the ocean is strong evi- 
dence of a connected tract of land in the 
most northerly regions before ice and 
snow gained possession, Radiating from 
this probable birthplace of Jife, the straw- 
berry advanced jn front of the line of ex- 
treme cold which was gradually invading 
the earth and found new habitants instead 
of its former one, which was becoming 
too chilly for plant existence, In some

A VICTIM OF FAIRIES. 


A Now Explanation of the Strauge 
Tragody ta Tipperary. 

An Irish correspondent of tho London 
Spectator writes to inform the readorsa of 
that papor that the English papers seemed 
to havo missed tho real point of that hor- 
rible chaptor in the history of superstition 
—tho murdor of Mrs, Cleary in the County 
of Tipperary. Shoe did not fall a victim 
to the belief in witeheraft or in demoniac- 
al possesslon—nolther has any real hold in 
Iroland. Sho perished owing to tho belief 
in the fairies, a belief to this hour singu- 
larly prevalent through the whole of Mun- 
ster, and, Iam told, also in the North and 
West. A prominent tonot of the bollevers 
in the fairies and thelr powers 1s the super- 
stition of ‘‘the changoling.’’ Spenser, in 
the ‘‘Falry Quoon,'’ writos: 


From thonce a Fairy theo unweoting roft, 

There as thou slepst in tonder swaddling 
band, 

And her base elfln broods there for theo 
left; 

Such, men do changelings call,s60 chang'd 
by fairies theft. 


In Munster, when a child appears deli- 
cate, Or & young woman consumptive or 
hyaterical, the conclusion often is that the 
child or tho woman haa been carried off by 
the fairios to. be made a playmate or nurse 
to the young fairies, and that a fairy sub- 
stitute resembling the person taken away 
ia deposited in its placo which gradually 
declines and ultimately dics. The belief 
that if the changeling be tortured by fire 
ita fairy paronts will hear its cries,rush to 
ita ald, carry 1t back to fairyland, and at 
the samo time restoro the real person, who 
will be found sleeping calmly in bed. 

Cleary and ‘the nelghbors'’ evidently 
believed that the being they tortured was 
not Cleary'’s wife, but achangeling. He 
addressed hor: ‘‘In the name of God, are 
you Bridget Boland?"’ (her maiden name) 
belleving that thus adjured the being 
would confess it was ao fairy. He sald 
whon ho sot fire to hor: ‘‘You will soon 
seo my wife come down the chimney,”’ be- 
lieving that the fairies would snatch away 
the tortured fairy and restore his real wife. 
“Again, .after'the burning, many of the 
men of the locality sat up all night ina 
‘ fort’’ (earth embankment of ancient Irish 
village), armed with black-handled knives, 
These poor people thought that a fairy 
procession would pass by; that in its 
midst would be Mrs, Cleary riding on a 
gray horso,and that if any one rushed for- 
ward and cut her bonds with a black- 
handled knife (a potent weapon against all 
evil spirits) she would at once bo restored 
tothe world. Inthe ‘Tales of Terror 
and Wonder"’ it was thus that Fair Janet 
rescued Tam Lin from the fairies, She 
sat at Giles Cross on Hallowe'en, at tho 
“murk and midnight hour,” when she 
sees the fairy host go by: 


First sho let the black pass by 
And next she let the brown, . 

But quickly ran to the milk-white steod 
And drew its rider down, 


Thus Fair Janet rescued Tam Lin; thus 
tho poor dwellers on tho slope of Shere-na- 
mon (the ‘‘Witches’ Hill,”’ a haunted 
mountain) believed that they would rescuo 
Bridget Cleary.

Get Frightened in the Water—Advice to 


Bathors, 


It is just as dangerous to play with 
Water as It is to play with fire. Probably 
no sport is moro dangerous than swim 
ming, just as nono other is quite so de 
Nghtful. If you uso proper caution 
exerelyots safer than swiming. 

But what {s propor caution? It is alnfost 
im possiblo to learn how to swim by reading 
ald amount of printed Instructions, but 
it Is oasy to learn how to take caro of one's 

self in tho water. One of tho bost swim- 
ming teachers I over knew summed It all 
up in these words: Don’t be rash. Don’t 
be frightened. 

Do you think {t childish to bo cautious? 
Put away tho idea. Tho bravest men are 
nearly always tho most car. ful. 

No matter how well you think you 
know a swimming-place, tako nothing for 
granted. So many charges take place ina 

*year. Sand bars aro formed by the tides. 
If you dive from a pler, how can you know 
without actually investigating what tim- 
ber may hayo beon swung loose by tho 
water's actions since lust yoar, and be now 
lurking for you benes h tho surface? And 
as for as swimming tin strange water, 
never do it without learning all you can 
about the conditions. 

Diving is certainly the best way for you 
to enter the water—always provided that 
you know all about ita depth Nothing 
can be moro unhealthful ,than the dawd- 
ling habit of wading out anklo-deep or 
knov-deep, and waiting to get your cour- 
age up, The hot sun beats down on your 
heaa. Your feet and logs are in the cold

water whose temperature is anywhere. 


from ten to twenty-five degrees lower than 
that of tho alr. 

Youcan't remain ong under these con- 
ditions mtthout injuring yourself. Na- 
ture's plan is to have the head cool and 
the extremities marm. Go contrary to 
this, and yon aro in trouble. Deranged 
ciroulation causes cramps. In places where 
it is not safe to dive you can easily stoop 
over and throw a few handfuls of water 
on your head. Then hurry forward and 
throw yourself in—fall in. Will other fel- 
lows laugh at your precautions? Well, let 
them laugh, and pay for it with the 
twinges of cramps. I have been swim- 
ming twonty years, and I've never had a 
cramp, simply because I'ye followed the 
rules laid down here, 

Never let yourself be frightened in the 
water, A boy found himslef far outside 
of the breakers at Cape May. He swam 
deep—that is, with his feet far below him 
—and found that In spite of his efforts ho 
was making no headway, or yery little. 
Instead of howlin. forholp he put bis wits 
to work. Ho soon found that the off shore 
current was below the surface,and that at 
the very top of the water the flow was fo- 
wards the shore. Thereupon he drew np 
his legs, swam as near the surface as he 
could, and he got the heach under his feet 
at last. Another boy was dragged far out 
by one of those deadly, swift, sudden cur- 
rent sthat pounce on a bather unawors. 
He waved his arm and shouted for help. 
When he saw the men on shore running 
toward a surf-boat he calmly turned over 
on his back and devoted all his energies 
to floating. He had been carried nearly 
a mile before he was rescued, If either one 
of these boys had been frightened he proh- 
ably would haye drownod.
